REPORT OF SELECIMEN 
GENERAL 


The 1919 Board of Selectmen have been confronted with 
peace demands, but as war prices have prevailed with con- 
tinually rising costs and with approximately the same amount 
of money available as during the two previous years, our ef- 
forts to make both ends meet have been strenuous, but in the 
main we believe successful. 

Your Board has felt that the various departments of the 
Town should at all times act as partners and not competitors 
and with this end in view many joint meetings have been held 
with the other departments of the Town where the interest 
of the Town at large was involved. We feel that much good 
has resulted from these meetings. 

Supplies used by the Town in quantity such as coal and tar 
have been purchased at the lowest prices prevailing during 
the year, saving the Town much money. 


| 
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Salaries of the heads of some of our departments have not 
been increased in proportion to other wages. Many of these 
men have served the Town faithfully for years and we believe 
the Town should show its recognition. 

The labor situation has been acute throughout the year and 
it is the opinion of the Board that it is not only just but neces- 
sary in order to retain a working force to advance the wages 
of the Town employees. 

Such changes in wages as voted at the next annual Town 
Meeting should be accepted by the departments concerned 
with the clear understanding that the wage voted is to stand 
for the entire year. Strikes should not be resorted to by 
municipal employees nor countenanced by officials. 


ABERJONA RIVER 


Much time has been spent and many conferences held this 
year with the various State Departments. 

The water, due partly to the rainy season, is clearer than it 
has been for several years; at this time the discoloration on 
the bed of the river is, we are advised, largely of iron deposit. 
and in this connection, chapter 34 of the Resolves of 
1918 provides that the State Department of Health ascer- 
tain the cost of constructing a sewer or sewers adequate 
for the disposal of sewage and manufacturing wastes now 
discharged into the Mystic Lakes and report to the next 
General Court. 

This report is of vital importance to Winchester and our 
Town Counsel as well as our State Senator and Representa- 
tive have been advised to use all their influence to assure the 
passage of a bill for the construction of this sewer. 


REPORT ON STREET RAILWAYS 


The financial condition of street railways and the question 
of fares sufficient to maintain the service have occupied much 
of the time of the Legislature and Legislative Committees 
during the past year. Many hearings have been held at the 
State House before Committees and Trustees of the Eastern 
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Massachusetts Street Railway Company, and as this road runs 
its cars over between five and six miles of the main streets of 
the Town from Woburn to Medford and from Stoneham to 
Arlington, the Town of Winchester has been much interested 
in these hearings. Practically all of the hearings have been 
attended by either the Town Counsel or some members of the 
Board of Selectmen and very often by both. 

The Trustees raised the seven-cent fare through Winchester 
to ten cents, thus making it cost twenty cents to Boston by 
trolley, and only about ten cents by steam cars; this drew a 
large amount of travel away from the street car line to the 
steam roads, and the increase in the number of cars on each 
train has been very noticeable ever since. 

The Legislature of last year passed a special act 1918, chap- 
ter 188, section 20. This act relieves the street railway com- 
pany during the continuance of the war and for a period of 
two years thereafter, except with the express approval of the 
Public Service Commission after a hearing, from paying any 
part of the expense of the construction, alteration, main- 
tenance or repair of any street, highway or bridge. This will 
necessitate air increased appropriation for Highways & 
Bridges Account of a considerable amount, as North Main 
Street from the Woburn Line to the railroad crossing will 
have to be rebuilt this spring. The Trustees of the street 
railway have expressed their willingness to lay several hun- 
dred feet of new rails and relay old ones as soon as the Town 
is ready to assume its part of the labor and expense. The 
estimated cost of this is about $3200. 


FINANCES 

The bonded indebtedness of the town on January I, 1919, 
was $461,500. 

Bonds to the amount of $56,000 have matured during the 
year, leaving the net bonded debt on Dec. 31, 1919, $405,500, 
showing a reduction during the last two years of $123,000. 

During 1920 bonds maturing amount to $54,000, and in- 
terest charges amount to $15,715. 

Our borrowing capacity, December 31, 1919, was about 
$3 10,000. 
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The Town has notes outstanding amounting to $225,000 as 
follows: 


April 23, $125,000 due January 15, 1920, at 4.30 plus $2. 
December 23, $100,000 due April 20, at 4.75. 


Taxes due and unpaid January 1, 1920, amount to about 
$104,530.78. 


HIGHWAYS 


The streets of the Town in general are in excellent con- 
dition. To substantiate this statement one needs only to 
travel on the streets of any of our neighboring towns. As 
the result of Government restriction on the use of tar for the 
duration of the war, as well as the open winter of 1918-19, our 
streets in the spring were badly in need of repair, necessitating 
much patching and a liberal use of tar. More money should 
be appropriated for this work next year. 

The recommendations of the Finance Committee have been 
followed as far as practical, all complaints have been person- 
ally investigated and taken care of where possible. 

Westland Avenue has at last been practically completed. 
It is doubtful if this work could have been completéd with 
the. money available without the installation of a steam shovel 
due to the foresight of our Superintendent of Streets. 

Swan Road has been completed at a cost of about $4,995 
(teaming costs included) and it should be of interest to the 
citizens to know that bids were invited for the construction of 
this street. The lowest bid received was $7,741, other bids 
ranging as high as $11,468. 

It will be necessary to rebuild the bridge over the Aberjona 
River on Bacon Street. This subject is reported elsewhere by 
a special committee appointed for this purpose. 

‘The Board has been in communication with officials of the 
City of Medford endeavoring to remedy the deplorable con- 
_ dition of Winthrop Street, Medford, but no relief can be ex- 

pected from this source. 

On account of the shortage of labor, as well as from the 
standpoint of economy we believe that all possible labor sav- 
ing devices should be purchased, such as automobile trucks, 
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machine for cleaning catch basins, electric screening machine, 
gravel loading machine, and a street sweeper. 

The roadbed along the tracks of the Eastern Massachusetts 
Street Railway Co. on North Main Street is in great need of 
repair, and provisions should be made for this expenditure the 
coming year. | 


Grove Street should be built next year and the completion 
of such streets as Governor’s Avenue and Kenwin Road, as 
well as the building of Wildwood Street and resurfacing of 
Foxcroft Road in which sections building operations appear 
to be likely will, in our opinion, more than in any other way, 
help to bring additional taxable property into the town. 


Reference to report of the Superintendent of Streets gives 
a detailed account of the work actually accomplished this 
year, which in view of the open winter, rainy summer months, 
and the labor situation we believe to be considerable. 


SIDEWALKS 


In comparison with other town work sidewalk construction 
has suffered materially, not alone as the result of war‘econ- 
omy, but from an apparent lack of any definite policy estab- - 
lished by the Town in the past. Much more money should 
be appropriated for sidewalks next year and we believe in a 
substantial bond issue for granolithic sidewalk construction. 

In addition to specified work for the coming year, it is im- 
portant that a sum of about $2,000 be available for the Select- 
men to use at their discretion. Owing to lack of funds we 
have been obliged to put over many petitions for sidewalks 
where the abuttors are willing to pay half the cost. We be- 
lieve the Town should be in a position to immediately grant 
all such petitions. / 

The recommendations of the Finance Committee for both 
sidewalks and curbings have been carried out as far as 
practical. 

The long stretch of macadam sidewalk on Forest Street has 
been completed this year and provision should be made next 
year for a similar sidewalk on Cainbridge Street, from Glen 
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Road to the Country Club, as well as in other outlying dis- 
tricts of the Town. 

Steel frames have been purchased for the laying of grano- 
lithic sidewalks, doing away with the building of wooden 
forms, and have already paid for themselves many times. 
More forms should be bought next year. 

Details of the sidewalks constructed can be found elsewhere 
in this report. 


SURFACE DRAINAGE 


Owing to the labor situation it has been impossible to com- 
plete the entire program recommended by last year’s Board 
and the Finance Committee. 

Permission has been obtained from the Country Club to 
enter the brook on their property. By this means surface wa- 
ter from Swan Road and Arlington Street will be taken care 
of at an expense slightly in excess of the interest charge for 
one year on the money that would be required to construct 
the drain straight down Arlington Street. 


TOWN STABLE 


This appropriation should be abolished as a separate ac- 
count and included in the highway appropriation so that team- 
ing costs could appear where they belong. At present ap- 
_ proximately 79 per cent. of the horse-work is for highways, 
14 per cent. Board of Health and 7 per cent sewer work. 

The only highway work at present really requiring the use 
of horses is for plowing the sidewalks. Satisfactory arrange- 
ment could not be made to hire horses for this work and as- 
sure the same service that we have been used to, and until 
some practical, mechanical means can be devised for plowing 
sidewalks the horses will have to stay. 

The material taken from the old Stone barn that was torn 
down has been used in the construction of a fence around the 
Town Yard. By the use of this material we were able to en- 
close the entire town property with about 800 feet of fence 
against an appropriation providing for only 400 feet to sur- 
round about half the property. 
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Repairs of a permanent nature have this year been made to 
the front and back steps of the house owned by the Town on 
this property. These steps have been in deplorable condition 
for many years.

During the past year the ten-year contract made by the 
Town with the Edison Illuminating Co., of Boston, expired 
and since May the Town has been obliged to pay the current 
rate for our lights. However, during the daylight saving 
period, the lights burned one hour less per night, thus cut- 
ting down the expense. 

Various new lamps have been ordered installed on petition 
by abutters and as seemed otherwise necessary as follows: 
Swanton Street at Emerson Court, Stone Avenue, Highland 
Avenue near Stone Avenue, Salisbury Road, Sheffield Road, 
Middlesex Street and Grove Place. Due to the scarcity of 
labor the Edison Company have not yet been able to install 
all of the above lights. Certain lights have been moved to 


‘ better locations so that their full benefit could be obtained. 


The lights on North Main Street are spaced so far apart 
that the Board feels that the lighting system on this street 
from the centre to the Woburn Line should be re-arranged to 
correspond with that on Washington and South Main Streets. 
Plans have been made by our Town Engineer and the same 
can be done at an expense of $1800. 

There are at. present 362 60 c.p.; 220 80 ¢.p.; 23 sigue 
25 125 c.p.; II 250 c.p. and 11 600 c.p. lights in town, a total 
of 652. Twenty of these lights in the centre burn all night.

During the past year this department has continued to give 
the same excellent service as in former years. 

In February Officer John A. Harrold was appointed © 
Sergeant and has been in charge of the desk at night. One 
man has resigned and three new men have been appointed. 

‘Two new call boxes have been installed in the north part 
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of the Town where an additional patrol route has been 
established. 

The Ford Car which has been in service for nearly two years 
should be replaced the coming year with a larger machine, 
the present one being inadequate to the needs of the depart- 
ment. 

Beginning on May first the men were granted one day off 
in ten and on the first of November the regular patrolmen 
were raised $100 per year, the Sergeants $150, and the Chief 
$180. 

The Board feels that next year the pay of the Police force 
should be increased to correspond more nearly with towns 
in the surrounding district. It also believes that these sal- 
aries Should be on a graduating scale, reaching the maximum 
on the third year. It may be interesting to know that our 
men work 10 hours per night while those in the surrounding 
towns only 8 or 9 hours. 

Another interesting item is that at the time of the Police 
strike in Boston the loyalty of our men was never questioned, 
but in case of a general strike putting the telephone and elec- 
tric service out of commission, a skeleton organization was 
formed to assist our men in patroling and protecting the Town 
during the crisis. 

A detailed report of this department will be found under 
the report of the Chief of Police. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT 

Our losses this year, with the exception of the Haley Pat- 
ent Leather plant, have been slight and fires have been well 
handled. | 

We report with deep regret the death of Michael H. Nagle, 
a faithful member of the Department for more than thirteen 
years. 

The personnel of the Department at present consists of a 
Chief, Deputy Chief, Captain, six regular men and 21 callmen. 
Three new permanent men have been appointed this year. 

The men have been given one day off in five and an advance 
of $100 a year for the regular men, $150 a year for the Deputy 
Chief and Captain and $180 a year for the Chief was granted 
on November first without additional appropriation. We

recommend a further advance for the year 1920, and the adop- 
tion of a graduated scale of pay over a period of three years. 

The apparatus has all been overhauled this year and kept 
in good running order. Serious consideration should soon be 
given to replacing the Packard car with a new car that can 
better stand the weight it is called upon to carry in collecting 
callmen. We cannot afford to gamble with apparatus of an 
antique or questionable type in this department. 

Five hundred feet of hose have been purchased this year 
and provision should be made next year for the same amount 
of new hose. New hose racks have heen built in the basement. 
A new set of fire rules has been put into effect. The Packard 
car has been painted. The grounds in the rear of the fire sta- 
tion have been graded, seeded, and now present a finished ap- 
pearance. 

Heretofore our fire alarm boxes have been tested about once 
a year, but at the present time are being tested once a month 
and are all in perfect condition. 

A thorough external inspection of the hydrants has been 
made this year and an itemized report referred to the Water 
and Sewer Board. ? 

Thanks to Fire Commissioner John R. Murphy, of Boston, 
our officers have attended the Officers’ Training School in 
Boston, passed the examination and obtained much valuable 
information. 


“Mary Ann” has been sold for $400, and the money returned 
to revenue account. 


TOWN HALLE 

A curbing has been constructed around the Town Hall as 
well as a suitable approach to our honor roll. This curbing 
should be extended next year up to the front steps and the 
present tar walk replaced by granolithic. The barberry 
hedge should be removed, saving the Town an annual ex- 
pense for replacement. The hedge is planted largely in gravel 
and will never thrive. The grounds in the rear have been 
cleaned up, unsightly trellises removed and old steps taken 
down. 
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Serious consideration must soon be given to a new heating 
system, and the water motor distributing the heat through 
the town hall should be replaced by an electric motor. This 
relic has been overhauled this year reducing its consumption 
of water by one-half. 
One of the main valleys on the roof has been permanently 
repaired saving the town an annual expense of about $50 that 
has occurred for the last ten years. 


PENSIONS—LABORERS 


Acting under the authority of Chapter 21 of the General 
Acts. of 1919, we have retired and pensioned Peter Rogers, 
aged 77, a laborer in the Sewer Department. He has been 
continuously employed by the Town for more than fifteen 
years and has become incapacitated on account oh injury re- 
ceived while at work for the Town. 

Acting under the authority of the same Act, we have also, 
retired and pensioned, beginning January 1, 1920, Michael 
Maher, aged 66, a laborer in the Highway Department. He 
has been continuously employed by the Town more than 
twenty-five years. 


SLATE AID 


Civil War: Aid averaging a little over $50 per month has 
been paid this year. Eleven persons have received aid, some 
for the whole year, others for a month or two until suspended 
by the Commissioner of State Aid and Pensions on account of 
removal from Winchester or for some other reason. 

German War: A little over thirteen hundred dollars have 
been paid this year to the dependents of those who served in 
the recent war. At one time there were twenty-eight persons 
on the pay-roll, but that number has now been reduced to 
none. 

Military Rid: There was one case of Military Aid which 
was paid for two months. This aid amounted to seventy dol- 
lars for the two months. In all these cases the Selectmen 
have tried to use due care in recommending to the Commis- 
sioner of State Aid and Pensions the amount of aid which 
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should be paid, bearing in mind the needs of the prospective 
recipient of aid and also saving the State from unnecessary 
expenditure. 

Soldiers’ Relief: Three hundred and eighty dollars have 
been paid this year for Soldiers’ Relief, four persons drawing 
this aid. 

The Town is reimbursed by the State for the amount of 
State Aid (both Civil and German War cases) paid, which has 
been allowed by the Commissioner. 

In Military Aid cases the State pays half and the Town 
half. Soldiers’ Relief is paid for entirely by the Town. 


RESERVE FUND 


Your Board are of the opinion that a sum of not less than 
$5,000 should be appropriated hereafter for extraordinary and 
unforeseen expenses. 


EDECTIONS 


During the past year the usual primaries and elections have 
been held. At the present time there are registered 2,180 men 
and 280 women voters, an increase of 165 men and 42 women. 

At the State election the election officers found the counting 
boards insufficient in number and only two were in good con- 
dition. At least two new boards should be furnished. To 
provide for the increase in the number of voters eight new 
voting booths were bought previous to the State election. 


SWIMMING 

Permission under reasonable restriction can be obtained 
from the Metropolitan Commission for the use of the bath 
houses on Upper Mystic Lake and the Town should appropri- 
ate the coming year a sum sufficient to keep a man at this 
beach during the three summer months, money to be ex- 
pended by our Park Commissioners. 

It will be of interest to know that during the summer 
months a census of the bathers was taken and it was found 
that from 70 to 8o per cent. of the boys using this beach came 
from Winchester. 
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TRAFFIC REGULATIONS 


Town of Winchester 
IN BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


December 8, 1919. 
ORDERED:—That the following rules and regulations are hereby 
made and published by this Board to govern the use of vehicles, how- 
ever propelled, in the streets of the town of Winchester; said rules 
and regulations to suversede all other rules and regulations now in 
force, and to be effective and to apply to every person having charge 
or control of a vehicle in said town on and after December 20, 1919. 


ARTICLE 1. 
Vehicles in Motion 


Section 1. Every person having charge or control of a vehicle in 
motion shall drive said vehicle as follows: 

(a) <A vehicle, except when passing a vehicle ahead, shall be kept 
to the right and as near the righthand sidewalk as possible. 

(b) When a vehicle meets another vehicle it shall be driven so as 
to pass upon the right. 

(c) When a vehicle overtakes another vehicle it shall, in passing, 
be driven to the left, but it shall not be allowed to leave the line of 
the right unless there is a clear way of at least one hundred feet in 
advance on the left. 

(d) When a vehicle is turned to the right into another street it 
shall be kept as near to the right-hand sidewalk as possible. 


(e) When a vehicle is turned to the left into another street it 
shall be driven to the right of and beyond the centre of the inter- 
secting street before turning. 

Tavs: | |___NoT Tis Way | | 
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(f) When a vehicle is driven across a street from one side to the 


other it shall be done by being turned to the left so that it shall head 
in the general direction of the traffic on that side of the street. 
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(g) No person having charge of a vehicle in the business section 
shall allow the same to come within ten feet of any vehicle in front 
of it when approaching or passing over a crossing where a pedestrian 


is about to pass. 
(h) Every driver of a vehicle in slowing up or stopping shall, by 


uplifted hand, give a signal to those behind. 
(i) In turning while in motion or in starting to turn from a 
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standstill, a signal shall be given by the driver of the vehicle about 
to be turned by raising a hand, indicating the direction in which the 
turn is to be made. 

(j) Before backing, ample warning shall be given by voice or 
hand, and while backing unceasing vigilance must be exercised by the 
driver not to injure those behind. 

(k) Drivers of vehicles of all kinds shall, in approaching a cross- 
ing or in rounding a corner or curve of a public street, sound their 
signals in such a way as to give warning to the occupants of other 
vehicles and to pedestrians of their approach. 

(1) Vehicles must be stopped so as not to interfere with or prevent 
the passage of pedestrians at crossings, and at all times drivers of 
vehicles must stop the Same on a signal from a police officer. 

(m) No vehicle shall be allowed to stand between the sign on the 
northerly side of Mt. Vernon Street, in front of the store now occu- © 
pied by Piccolo Brothers and the corner of said street formed by the 
junction of Main and Mt. Vernon Streets. 

(n) No vehicle shall be allowed to stand between the sign on the 
southerly side of Mt. Vernon Street in front of the store now occu- 
pied by one Gargas and the sign on the northerly side of Main Stréet 
near the letter box. 

(o) No vehicle shall be allowed to stand between the location of 
the Boston & Maine Railroad and a point ten (10) feet south of the 
hydrant on the westerly side of Main Street in front of the barber 
shop now occupied by one Mathews. 

(p) No vehicle shall be allowed to stand in front of the Fire Sta- 
tion on Mt. Vernon Street. 

(q) No vehicle shall be allowed to stand between a point on Com- 
mon Street sixteen and 6-10 (16.6) feet from the pole at the corner in 
front of Knight’s drug store, and a point on, the northerly side of 
Church Street sixteen and 6-10 (16.6) feet from the above mentioned 
pole. 

(r) No vehicle shall be allowed to stand within ten (10) feet of 
any hydrant. 

(s) In all other parts of the business section of the town no 
vehicle shall be allowed to stand more than twenty (20) minutes in 
one place; except as provided in Article 2, section 4. 

(t) The location of the posts and points hereinbefore referred to 
may be accurately determined by reference to a plan entitled, “Plan 
of Winchester Centre, December, 1919, James Hinds, Town En- 
gineer,”’ on file in the office of the Town Engineer. 

(u) Provisions of the foregoing sections, m, n, 0, q, and s shall 
not be in force and effective between the hours of 7 P. M. and 8 A. M. 


ARTICLE 2. 
One Way Streets and Parking Spaces 


Section 1. Common Street, in front of the Waterfield Building 
from Church Street, shall be a one way street; vehicles to enter only 
from Church street at the westerly end of said Common Street. 

Thompson Street shall be a one way street; vehicles to enter only 
from Main Street. 

So much of Converse Place as extends 227 feet from Mt. Vernon 
Street shall be a one way street; vehicles to enter this portion of 
said street from Mt. Vernon Street only. 

Section 2. No vehicle shall be driven into or upon any street 
which is closed for repairs, 
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Section 3. No person shall drive a vehicle upon or over fire hose 
while in use at a fire. 

Section 4. Parking of automobiles will be allowed on both sides of 
that part of Common Street which is parallel with the location of the 
Boston & Maine Railroad, and south of its intersection with Church 
Street. 

Section 5. Merchants located entirely within the no parking limits 
shall be allowed a reasonable time for loading or unloading their 
goods subject to the discretion of the police, notwithstanding the pro- 
visions of Section 1 of Article V of these Rules and Regulations. 


ARTICLE 3 
Right of Way 


Section 1. Police, Fire Department, emergency repair wagons, 
United States mail vehicles and ambulances shall have the right of 
Way in any street and through any procession. 


Section 2. Street cars shall have the right of way between cross 
streets over all other vehicles than those mentioned in Section 1 of 
this article; and the driver of any vehicle proceeding on the track 
in front of a street car shall promptly turn out on a signal by the 
motorman or conductor of the car. 

Section 8. The driver of a. vehicle which is waiting at a sidewalk 
shall promptly give place to a vehicle which is about to take on or 
let off passengers. 


ARTICLE 4 
Speed of Vehicles 


Section 1. No vehicle shall be allowed to proceed at a rate of 
speed greater than the law allows; and at no time shall a vehicle be 
driven with a reckless or negligent disregard of the conditions then 
obtaining or of the rights of others. 

Section 2. On approaching a crossing of intersecting streets, also 
in traversing a crossing or\ an intersection of streets, and in going 
around a corner or curve in the highway, a vehicle shall not be driven 
at a rate of speed other than that which is! reasonable and proper, 
having regard to traffic at the time and the place, and the use of the 
Way and the safety of the public, 


ARTICLE 5 
Vehicles, Stopping, Standing or Turning 


Section 1. No vehicle shall be allowed to remain backed up to the 
sidewalk in any public street except when it is actually being loaded 
or unloaded and then for not More than ten (10) minutes at any one 
time; and when a horse-drawn vehicle is backed up to the curb, the 
horse or horses shall be turned parallel with the sidewalk and headed 
in the general direction of travel for the side of the street on which 
the vehicle is standing. 


Section 2. Except in an emergency or in case of an accident or to 
allow another vehicle or pedestrian to pass or unless directed to do 
so by a police officer, no one shall stop a vehicle in any public street 
except close to the sidewalk, nor shall anyone stop a vehicle with its 
left side to the sidewalk or abreast of another vehicle parallel with 
any public street or at or Within the intersection of any streets, or 
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Within ten (10) feet of any street corner, or in such a manner as to 
obstruct any street or crossing or to prevent the passing of other 
vehicles. ; 


Section 38. No person having charge of a vehicle in a public street 
shall refusé or neglect to stop or to place the same as directed by a 
police officer, any of these rules to the contrary notwithstanding. 


Section 4. No one Shall leave a vehicle standing in any public 
street in the business section for more than twenty minutes except 
hackney carriages at their licensed stands and the vehicles of physi- 
cians or clergymen while the owners or users thereof are in actual 
attendance upon the sick. 


Section 5. No vehicle shall be driven backward out of or into any 
building, alley, or yard, or across any sidewalk unless the sidewalk, 
while such vehicle is crossing it is guarded by a competent person or 
by a Suitable device approved by the Chief of Police. Provided, how- 
ever, that vehicles may be driven backward, out or of into driveways 
upon the grounds of private residences without such guarding if any 
such vehicle before crossing be brought to a full stop and a clear and 
unobstructed view of and from the place of stopping may be had of 
and from the sidewalk for a distance of at least fifty feet in either 
direction. 


Section 6. Police officers may, in their discretion, extend for a 
specified number of minutes only, the time limits fixed by sections 
1 and 4 of this article. 


ARTICLE 6 


General Provisions 


Section 1. No person shall drive or conduct any vehicle in such 
condition or so constructed or so loaded as to be likely to cause delay 
in traffic or accident or injury to man, beast or property. 


ARTICLE 7 


Definitions 


Section 1. The word “vehicle” includes all conveyances and con- 
trivances on wheels or runners except street cars, bicycles, and baby 
carriages, 

Section 2. “Business section” shall be construed to include Church 
Street from School Street to the Railroad Crossing, Mount Vernon 
Street from the Railroad Crossing to Washington Street, Main Street 
from the Parkway to Lake Street, Common Street, Winchester Place, 
Thompson Street and Converse Place, 


ARTICLE 8 


Penalties

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF STREETS 
To the Board of Selectmen of Winchester, 
Dear Sirs: 


I have the honor and pleasure of submitting to you my re- 
port as Superintendent of Streets for the year IgI9, it being 
my fifth. 

This is an account of the work done by the Department. of 
Highways in its various lines of activity, together with recom- 
mendations. ‘There are numerous duties performed by the 
writer in connection with other departments and private per- 
sons who seek our services, but no account of them is included 
herein. 

The year 1919 was even more trying than 1918, for we had 
not only to try to overcome the difficulties caused by the war, 
but we had to meet the added burdens of excessive wet 
weather, scarcity of labor, rising prices, and labor troubles. 
It is very gratifying to know that in spite of these handicaps, 
there were fewer genuine complaints and less unfinished busi- 
ness than the writer has known in the five working seasons 
he has seen here. 

It is also a pleasure to state that I know of no municipality 
where the citizens in general appreciate the efforts of the town 
departments to render the best possible service at all times, 
as they do in Winchester. This is probably because the towns- 
people have a great deal of common sense and thus realize 
that our employees are good workers and much above the 
average. 


IN MEMORIAM 


It is my sad duty to report the deaths by illness of James 
Blackham and James Keaney, both of whom were permanent 
members of this department. They were loyal, faithful, ener- 
getic, and painstaking employees for many years, and we sin- 
cerely regret their untimely deaths, |

HIGHWAYS AND BRIDGES 


Equipment: The tools and apparatus have been kept in an 
excellent condition of constant readiness, due to the skill of 
cur own mechanics. Thus we have had real prevention of 
ene of the commonest and costliest leaks in municipal and 
private works—waiting for repairs on equipment. In addition 
to the usual replacements of hand tools, we bought some steel 
sidewalk-forms and a one-horse mowing machine, both of which 
have already saved more than they cost. 

The expense for new equipment was $546.41. 

General Expenses: The following table shows the classifica- 
tion of expenditures under this account, part of which is really 
overhead. It would require the services of an extra clerk to 
properly apportion this expense on the many jobs done, and 
the result would not justify the expense even if the public 
cared to read it.

Early in April the old Ford touring car was exchanged for 
a new one of the same type, the cash payment being $309.96. 
It has been driven 8000 miles at an average cost of 5% cents 
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per mile. Cart repairs included the annual overhauling, re- 
moval of tar, and repainting. The old crusher was removed 
from Ginn’s pit to the yard, the screening apparatus stored 
for future use, and the remainder sold for junk. The har- 
nesses are in good condition, and many minor repairs have 
been made on them by the stablemen, withcut extra cost. All 
machinery and small tools were repaired and painted, and im- 
provements made in several things, such as a carburetor on 
the gasoline pump, guard rails to prevent men falling from 
the road machines, and guards on moving parts of machinery 
where an accident might have easily happened. We were 
fortunate in being able to resume the use of “Soldier Run” 
coal for the rollers, and 95.25 tons were stored in our yard for 
$7.09 per ton, including all charges. This coal not only gave 
us far greater service than ordinary steam coal, but we saved 
$3.91 per ton over local prices, or $372.43 on the lot. Another 
saving was the installation of a water service in the main 
roller house, which obviated the necessity of running hose 
from a street hydrant every time water was needed for the 
rollers. A large part of the work done by the blacksmith is 
included in the table above, and we have been repaid for work 
which he has done for other departments. 

The large barn on our so-called “Stone farm” was torn 
down, and the lumber used to build a fence around the Town 
Stable yards. This was charged to “yard maintenance,” and 
the absence of trespassers has proved the worth of the fence. 
There was also lumber enough to care for our ordinary needs 
and a small amount remains on hand.

The bridge repairs were made on several structures that I 
have previously suggested should be replaced by modern re- 
inforced concrete bridges. The most urgent case is the bridge in 
Bacon Street (over the river), which we had to repair and which 
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case is now being studied by a special committee. There is 
constant danger of more breaks in the flat stone arches and it 
is hoped that a new bridge will soon be authorized. The Lake 
Street bridge was resurfaced with spruce planks; and the old 
stone affairs in Main Street at Russell Brook, Wiashington 
Street at the cemetery, and Main Street at Wedge Pond have 
received attention several times during the year., These last 
fects were found, in all the bridges under our care. 

Inspections have been made and repairs made where de- 
fects were found. 

We maintain over two miles of guard rails, and their value 
is realized when we consider the number of times we are 
called upon to make repairs where automobiles have damaged 
them. 

Street signs have been made and erected this year in more 
locations than ever, but there is need for many more, espe- 
cially guideboards for tourists. There have been so many sign 
posts broken by automobiles that the practise of attaching 
signs to electric poles has been extended, and by selecting 
poles near street lights, another advantage is secured. 

Duties and Salaries: There was $2492 expended for salaries, 
including $2200 for the superintendent* and $292 for the clerk. 
©n June first the clerk was assigned to outside duties relating 
to receiving and distributing materials as well as keeping time 
and cost data, so that his time is charged pro rata to the va- 
rious jobs. By this arrangement the superintendent is re- 
lieved of clerical details, but the office is not always open to 
the public. This is not a grave fault as four years of observa- 
tion show that we have few telephone calls and fewer visitors, 
both of which are quite numerous at the stable and the super- 
intendent’s house. roe 

The superintendent’s salary is 5 per cent. greater than it 
was in 1914, while the wages of the unskilled laborers are 50 
per cent. larger than in 1916, and a 1920 dollar is worth 50 
cents. 

This is the situation in most municipalities, but it is earn- 
estly hoped that this Town will be more liberal than the 


others and recognize the plain truth that the necessity for in- 
*$100 was for extra services. 
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creasing the wages of unskilled help (who have no cares or 
responsibilities) is applicable also to the salaried executives, 
who have to pay all the increased prices that the laborer pays 
for living expenses, and who are expected to live in a manner 
suited to the dignity of their positions, and to give money 
freely in response to all sorts of requests for contributions. 

Sidewalk Construction: This work consisted of setting edge- 
stones and laying granolithic, gravel and tar macadam sidewalks 
in sundry streets. Edgestones were set in Church Street at both 
corners of Lewis Road; Highland Avenue at the southerly 
corner of Hancock Street; Highland Avenue in front of the 
Hospital Nurses’ Home; Main Street at both corners of 
Symmes Road; Swanton Street north side, near Florence 
Street; and Vine Street in front of the Water Dept. shop. The 
total value of the work is $857.68. 

Granolithic walks were laid in Cabot, Church, Elm, High- 
land Avenue, Main, Swanton, Vine, Wedgemere Avenue, and 
Yale Streets. There were 1106.5 square yards laid at a total 
cost of $2752.89 or $2.36 per square yard. This unit cost is 34 
cents per square yard or 12.5 per cent. less than the Town En- 
gineer’s estimate and local contractor’s prices of $2.70, and 
it includes grading, loaming, and seeding the planting spaces, 
which would be extras if done by contract. The total saving is 
$396.66 and there were laid 80 square yards more than last 
year. 

Gravel walks were built on the east side of Cambridge 
Street from Edward Russell’s house to meet the 1918 work 
south of Wildwood Street, the expense being $516.77. 

A tarvia macadam sidewalk on a gravel base was laid on 
the north side of Forest Street from Washington Street to the 
southerly end of Forest Circle. This work covered a distance 
of 2717 feet, is 5.65 feet wide, covering an area of 1794.17 
Square yards, and cost $1932.35 or $1.07 per square yard, in- 
cluding a large amount of grading, loaming and resodding on 
both sides of the walk. The total value of all the sidewalk 
construction was $6049.60. 

Although this is not the first bituminous macadam walk to 
be laid here or in nearby towns, it is easily and by far the 
best appearing one, and it has the smoothest surface. 
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Sidewalk Maintenance: This work not only tends to keep the 
walks smooth and safe for pedestrians, but it prevents per- 
sonal injuries with consequent lawsuits and large damage 
awards. ’ 

A new and satisfactory method was used to resurface with 
tarvia and sand the gravel walks on Hancock Street and Park 
Avenue, and the tar concrete walk on Winthrop Street and 
it should be continued next year as it saves the expense of fre- 
quent repairs after heavy rains. 

Street Construction is the name usually given to the grading 
and building of a street: upon which no technically-planned 
work has ever been done. Work under this item was done 
as follows: Bacon corner Central Streets, the grade of the 
lawn on the Ginn estate was changed to afford a view for 
motorists and improve last year’s work, the cost being $52.33. 
The only piece of bituminous construction was the building 
of Swan Road with tar macadam its entire length, after we 
had constructed underdrains with surface drainage funds. 

Your Board instructed me to advertise for bids for this 
work, but no bids were received. Invitations for bids were 
sent to various local and outside reliable contractors, with the 
following results:

These bids were made upon specifications prepared by the 
writer, and the lowest, $7740.90, was $2740.90 more than the 
$5000 appropriated for the work. I was then instructed to do 
the work with town labor, and the finished job, amounting to 
5734 square yards, cost $4995.19 or $0.871 per square yard. 
This figure includes everything—labor, materials, horse keep, 
cart and harness repairs, maintenance of steam rollers, hired 
trucks, supervision, and clerical work. It does not include 
my salary, which, if correctly charged up, would not amount 
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to I cent per square yard; whereas, if the job had been done 
by contract it would have been necessary to have an engineer 
or inspector constantly on the scene and his pay would have 
been an extra 5 cents per square yard at least. 

The aforesaid specifications were carefully followed (they 
being our usual ones) and the amount saved over the lowest 
bid was $2745.71. This ought to convince the most skeptical 
layman that the Town can and does do its work cheaper than 
it could have it done by any contractor, and this case is a fair 
comparison in every way. 

On the steep grade up from Cambridge Street, a distance of 
800 feet, the tar-and-sand-grout method (so common in Eng- 
land) was used for the first time in this Town. It has been 
used with success by the Massachusetts Highway Commis- 
sion, but it was done by hand and was very expensive and 
therefore not often employed. But a recently developed ma- 
chine was loaned to us free of charge, and by using it we were 
able to reduce the cost of this special method very materially. 
The tar and sand method produces a stronger, denser binder, 
less likely to bleed, and less slippery than plain tar. 

Street Maintenance: This is a very important part of our high- 
way work, and it is not boasting to state that this Town pays 
far more attention to it than do most municipalities. It is 
easy to build one, two, or three miles of main road every 
year cr two and forget the rest of the streets, as many towns 
and cities do; but our idea is to maintain everything all the 
time, giving the residents on side streets as well as main 
thoroughfares the best service that our patching, cleaning 
and tar-treatment funds will permit. The expenditures were :— 


Cleaning streets and removing leaves $6,831.51 
Patching streets of all types 5,869.14 
Resurfacing (scarifying only) 1,526.01 
Surface treatments (Tarvia B) 8,287.60 
Total for Street Maintenance $22,514.26 


For the third successive year, no complaints of dirty streets 
have been received. This is a record which few places can 
equal, and your Board may well take pride in it. But, while 
this speaks well for our cleaning division, it says volumes for 
Tarvia B. without the exclusive use of which we could not 
approach such a performance. 
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I am not satisfied with the conditions in certain streets in- 
habited largely by foreigners, and ! still believe, as I have be- 
fore stated, that they can be educated so that they will stop 
the practise of throwing all sorts of dirt and rubbish into the 
streets and catch-basins. Perhaps the school-children would 
be the proper ones to teach this subject of street cleanliness 
to those parents who do not understand our ways. 

A large part of the surface treatment work was done in 
streets that were untreated last year in obedience to Govern- 
ment war orders, and we have practically recovered from that 
neglect. This work is not necessary on all our roads every 
year, and Everett Avenue, Bacon, Church, and part of South 
Main Streets have had no Tarvia B since 1917, but will re- 
quire it in 1920. We used 53,604 gallons of Tarvia B, and 
8586 gallons of special tar dust-layer which required no sand- 
ing. By an arrangement made with your Board’s approval, 
we were enabled to secure .a reduction of 2 cents per gallon 
in the price of Tarvia, so that the saving effected was over 
$1400 on the year’s work. | 
» « We ate, tor the fourth time, glad to publicly thank George 
W. Blanchard & Co. for the free use of their trestle for un- 
loading tank cars of tarvia during the year. This is a privilege 
which saves us considerable moncy each year. 

The resurfacing was entirely by the scarifying method, and 
was done on the entire length of the following streets: Ayles- 
worth, Brooks, Cabot, Calumet Road, Chestnut, Cliff, Fenwick 
Road, Grove, Hancock, Harrison, Herrick, part of Heming- 
way, Lagrange, Lawrence, Norwood, part of Ridge, Sanborn, 
Symmes ‘Road, and Warren. The cost per square yard varied 
with conditions, a few examples being: Cabot, Harrison and 
Lawrence Streets 8.4 cents—total for the three $642.11. Nor- 
wood and Lagrange, 1.7 cents—total for both $61.25. Grove 
Street, 2.4 cents—total $254.11. Fenwick Road, 5.2 cents— 
total $120.38; Symmes Road, 4.3 cents—total $113.77. 

These very low costs include all charges, even to axle grease 
and cotton waste, but the list demonstrates how the small sum 
of $1526.01 provided comfort for the residents and users of 
nineteen streets, while it would not have been sufficient to 
properly resurface (with tar macadam) the whole length of 
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any one of them. It may interest our citizens to know that 
this Town was the pioneer (in 1916) of this scarifying and re- 
rolling stunt as a remedy for rough roads, and even now we 
have but three or four imitators. 

Patching was carried on whenever the labor and weather 
conditions permitted, and “Tarvia i< P” was largely the binder 
used. By buying this material in bulk and storing it in an old 
watering cart, we were able to secure it for 14 cents per gal- 
lon delivered, where we formerly paid 16 cents per gallon in 
barrels and also hauled it from Everett. The saving was 3.8 
cents per gallon, a total of $70.30 on the amount purchased 
after this arrangement was made. 

Surface Drainage Maintenance consisted of cleaning catch- 
basins, drainage pipe systems and the various brooks that 
serve them, at a cost of $1724.39; also repairing sundry ba- 
sins and drains at a cost of $492.42. The flooding of Westley 
Street after every storm in recent years has been stopped by 
building a proper drain inlet there. | 

Vacations were granted to all the permanent men in accord- 
ance with the law, and the total expenditure was $1328.50. 

Outside Work was done for sundry persons, the most ex- 
pensive job being the construction of tar macadam driveways 
for Mr. F. S. Snyder at a cost of $1750. The total outlay for 
outside work was $2591.60, all of which was borne by the per- 
sons benefited. 

Town departments called upon us for all kinds of service, 
including blacksmith and carpenter work, and we have re- 
ceived from them $1178.67. 

The total receipts for Highways and Bridges weré $50,354.27, 
the expenditures $50,297.58, Piene are no unpaid bills, and the 
balance i is $56.69. 


STREET CONSTRUCTION—Special Funds 


In this class there were three jobs—grading on Governor's 
Avenue, using a balance of $69.88 left from the 1918 funds; 
_making a gravel walk in Grassmere Avenue, using a balance of 

$53.26 left from the 1918 work, and the construction of West- 
land Avenue from the end of the 1917 work to the so-called Ed- 
wards’ Lane. There was a balance from 1917 of $1924.49 and a 
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special town appropriation of $2700, making a total value of 
$4624.49. 

Without a doubt this part of the Westland Avenue work 
was the most difficult street job ever done by the department, 
and only by using a steam shovel were we able to complete 
the task. Rocks that weighed from 3 to 8 tons were found in 
each day’s digging, and a large part of the work was in a clay- 
gravel so hard that we used dynamite ahead of the steam 
shovel in a number of instances. Owing to the big demand 
for excavating machinery, we were forced to hire a shovel 
built for lighter work than ours, and we were several times 
hindered by breakdowns. 

But in spite of these obstacles, the machine did the work of 
40 laborers, loading 114 cubic yards of material into a cart in 
114 minutes as a regular stunt when ordinary gravel was en- 
countered. The crew required was small—z foreman, 4 la- 
borers, 5 double carts, and 2 shovel men. The shovel worked 
42 days, and was idle 3 days because of breakdowns and 2 days 
owing to heavy rain. 

The Town Engineer’s estimate of the amount of solid earth 
to be cut was 4600 cubic yards, which when loosened would 
mean about 5400 cubic yards to be removed, not including 
sloping the banks. The greatest quantity excavated in one 
day was 410 cubic yards which happened at the start where 
loam and common gravel were found; and the smallest was 
100 cubic yards. 

The steam roller was used to haul most of the large rocks, 
as it was found that six horses could not do anything but break 
harness in the attempt. The shovel disposed of thousands of 
rocks of all sizes up to a ton in weight, but those over this 
weight the carts could not carry easily. After the rough exca- 
vating was finished, a large amount of hand work was needed 
in smoothing up the road ready for rolling. The road ma- 
chines could not be used there, because of the large number of 
protruding rocks. The expenditures were as follows :—

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SNOW AND ICE 


The mild weather this year has been quite the reverse of 
last year, and there has been a marked decrease in the cost of 
caring for snow and ice. The expenses were as follows :—-

The balance is unusually large owing to the mild weather of 
last winter and of November and December, and the expendi- 
tures were $2650.73 less than in 1918. 

This is the only class of work which compels us to maintain 
the town stable, and simply because motor sidewalk plows 
have not been manufactured. We have a scheme in mind, 
but the funds for developing it are not included in our budget. 

We plow and sand over 100 miles of walks (both public and 
private) besides salting basins, plowing gutters, sweeping off 
and removing sand after ice has gone, removing surplus snow 
from streets in the business district, shovelling crossings, re- 
pairing plows (which often get broken by reason of the na- 
ture of their work), and sanding certain steep grades to help 
horses and stop children from coasting across main streets. 
This latter scheme we began three years ago when the de- 
partment automobile narrowly escaped striking a child who 
coasted down Eaton Street into Washington Street directly 
in front of the car. It would require many more police than 
the Town has, or several policemen in each street, to prevent 
coasting, so the sanding is also of assistance to the police. 

We aim to give the best possible service to the citizens, and 
Wwe measure our success by the number of complaints. There 
was but one this year and that was unnecessary. It is impos- 
sible to plan plowing or sanding before the necessity arises, 
and as no two emergencies are alike we cannot follow a time 
schedule. 
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SURFACE DRAINAGE 


The program laid down for this year’s work on extensions 
to the system of drainage could not be carried out fully, be- 
cause of the shortage of labor. Locations and costs of con- 
struction are as follows, while the engineering data will be 
found in the Town Engineer’s report.

The appropriation was $4300 and there is a balance of $436.10. 


*We have spent more each year cleaning rubbish from the open brook. 


7;We have spent more than this each winter taking care of ice caused we 
this overflow. 


TOWN STABLE 


The maintenance of-this institution costs more each year 
because wages and hay and grain cost more, but labor laws 
make it difficult to reduce the number of men employed, and 
the horses have to be kept to plow snow from sidewalks. All 
other work done by town horses could be more economically 
done by motor trucks, and it is hoped that a motor sidewalk 
plow may be soon developed. 

I respectfully renew my 1918 suggestions regarding the 
method of financing this plant. 

“The maintenance of this plant is largely for highway 
horses, therefore, I believe most of the appropriation for it 
should be made a part of the highway funds, and the rest of it 
pro-rated between the Health and Sewer Department funds 
and they to pay the Highway Department for horse care just 
as they do for shoeing and wagon repairs, The several de- 
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partments would then be showing the true cost of all their 
* teams which is now lost to sight by reason of a separate fund 
furnishing teams for which no credit is given.” 

The appropriation of $9161 was augumented by $93 from 
the Reserve Fund to care for some very urgent repairs on the 
Custodian’s house. 

The expenses for the year are itemized as follows :—

RECOMMENDATIONS 


I respectfully recommend the purchase of additional steel 
sidewalk-forms, a one-bag loading-hopper concrete mixer, an 
electrically driven mechanical loader, a good motor truck 
(preferably one with a catch-basin pump attached), a stone 
spreader, a motor street sweeper, and a steam shovel, also the 
erection of a power gravel screening plant, using the screen 
we own. I think we can solve a large part of our labor short- 
age problems by using more machinery. 

The old wooden or stone bridges should be replaced by 
modern concrete structures. 

More tar macadam sidewalks in the outlying districts. 

The continued use of tar and sand treatment for worn-out 
tar walks and for gravel walks that wash during every storm. 

The setting of edgestones in Church and Washington 
Streets where the traffic destroys the grass borders. 

The construction of bituminous macadam in Grove, High 
and Ridge Streets, and resurfacing with it in Mt. Vernon, For- 
est, and Washington Streets. 

The construction of tarviated gravel on a proper sub-grade 
in Chester, Irving, and Wildwood Streets. 

A contingent fund of $1000 in Surface Drainage appropria- 
tion to provide for unforeseen emergencies, 
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The elimination of dangerous curves in High Street. 
A larger fund for patching and surface treatments.

This excellent source of supply furnished 200 loads of loam 
and 1000 loads of sand and gravel for our work besides what 
other departments used.

In buying our supplies, we endeavor to get prices from iocal 
and outside firms before ordering, and the lowest bidder gets 
the business if the quality is right; and a cash discount is ob- 
tained when possible. | 


CONCLUSION 


I wish to sincerely thank your Board for the many courte- 
sies extended to me, and to express my appreciation of the 
cordial relations existing between us. We have had a very 
successful year in spite of all the cbhstacles in our path. 


Inasmuch as an executive cannot succeed alone, I wish to 
thank the employees of the department for their loyal and 
faithful work which made such good results possible.

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REPORT OF THE TOWN ENGINEER 


To the Board of Selectmen: 
Gentlemen: 


I submit herewith a summary, under departmental head- 
ings, of the work of the Engineering Department for the year 
ending today. 


SELECTMEN’S DEPARTMENT 
Boer TANCE OF NEW STREETS 


The March Io session of the annual Town Meeting voted 
to accept and adopt as and for a town way a private way 
known as Cutting Street which extends from Mystic Valley 
Parkway to Mystic Avenue, according to a plan of layout and 
grade made by the Engineering Department. 

Contrary to the custom generally followed by the Town for 
several years past, this street was accepted as a public way 
without the receipt of a sum of money presumed to be suffici- 
ent to place the street in condition for its acceptance. 


ALTERATIONS OF STREET LINES 


Your Board has carried out to completion this year certain 
changes in two sections of the northwesterly line of Forest 
Street, one section being in the immediate vicinity of the turn- 
out, and the other at the propertics of Messrs. Berry and 
Hinds. These changes were sanctioned and approved by the 
County Commissioners according to a plan from this office. 
No expense on account of land damages was incurred by the 
Town, the abutting property owners signing releases of all 
claims for land taken. The reason for the above alterations in 
lincs was for affording of space for a sidewalk which your 
Board voted to construct and which, because of the existence 
of a number of large and valuable shade trees, could not be 
constructed without sacrificing the trees or changing the lines. 
The latter alternative was chosen. Stone bounds have been 
placed to make the changes as adopted. 
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The changes in lines of sections of Cambridge Street and 
of the lines of Pond Street at its junction with Cambridge 
Street were formaliy approved by the Board of Selectmen in 
February of this year, but nothing has yet been done in the 
actual work of construction proposed by ‘the approved 
alterations. 


BUILDING LINES 


Building lines have been recommended by the Board of 
Selectmen and accepted and allowed by the March Town 
Meeting as follows: 


In Stratford Road, a twenty-five (25) foot line along both 
sides, beginning at Everett Avenue and extending to Bacon 
Street; in Vine Strect, an eighteen (18) foot line along the 
westerly side, beginning at land of the First Congregational 
Society and extending to Wedge Pond Road, and along the 
northerly side, a ten (10) foot line, beginning at Wedge Pond 
Road and extending to Main Street, and a ten (10) foot line 
along the northerly, easterly and southerly line, beginning at 
Elmwood Avenue and extending to Main Street; in White 
Street, a fifteen (15) foot line along both side of its entire 
length, with the exception of a short distance along the east- 
erly side at the Swanton Street end where an existing build- 
ing prevented the restriction line being of greater width than 
five: (5) ater, 


Covenants to release damages were obtained from almost. 
all of the owners of property affected by the foregoing build- 
ing lines. In addition to plans of building lines for the streets 
above noted a plan was made for a building line for Cutting 
Street. This was not presented to the Town Meeting. 


Plans have been made this year for proposed building lines 
for Crescent Road, Spruce Street and that part of Washington 
Street which lies between Main Street and Mt. Vernon Street. 


To date building lines have been imposed in whole or in 
part on twenty-five (25) streets within the last four years.

pel > PROPOSED TO BE ACCEPTED 


Several petitions have been presented during the year for 
the acceptance of certain streets now private ways. The 
streets in question are Glenwood Avenue, Holton Street, 
Lewis Road and Wolcott Terrace. 

Surveys have been made or are now being made of the 
lines and grades of all of the above streets as a preliminary 
step to their favorable or unfavorable recommendation at the 
hands of your Board. 

Recent Boards of Selectmen have been petitioned to accept 
other streets, notably Florence Street, Pickering Street and 
Sheridan Circle. These Boards have disposed of these former 
petitions without favorable action. 

In connection with this matter of acceptance of private ways 
the attention of your Board has been called to the fact that 
the requirements for the acceptance of private ways asked to 
be accepted as public ways have varied considerably from 
time to time. Some Boards have held that the expense of 
placing certain streets in condition to receive favorable recom- 
mendation to the Town Meeting should be borne in whole or 
in part by the abutting owners. Other Boards have occasion- 
ally recommended the acceptance of private ways as public 
ways without requiring of the abutting owners any of the ex- 
pense of construction. I do not mean to imply that the ac- 
ceptance of private ways without first requiring the deposit 
with the Town Treasurer of a sum of money presumed to be 
sufficient to at least sub-grade the street or streets in ques- 
tion has been a general practise. The reverse is the fact, but 
there have been several such instances in recent years. My 
object in calling to your attention the fact that no definite and 
unalterable policy has been adopted was the hope that some 
fixed and right policy might be adopted for the guidance of 
your Board and future Boards. With this object in mind I 
suggested the use of the “Street Betterment Act.” This act 
provides, in general, that the benefit accruing to abutting 
property on account of the acceptance of a private way as a 
public way and its construction in a thorough manner by the 
municipality may be assessed back on the property to the ex: 
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tent of one-half the betterment. Generally, the actual expense 
of the construction work is taken as a basis for assessing one- 
half the betterment. Your Board, being impressed with the 
desirability so having as a guide in the acceptance of private 
ways a definite course of action to be followed, appointed a 
committee to look into the matter of policy to be followed in 
dealing with petitions for acceptances of private ways. ‘The 
committee made an investigation and found that certain pro- 
gressive towns, notably Arlington, Newton and Watertown, 
were following exclusively the “betterment act” in accepting 
private ways and that the results from every standpoint were 
beneficial, and recommended to your Board the use of this act 
in Winchester in all cases of private ways coming before your 
Board for acceptance. ‘The matter is still in abeyance. 

From the experience of the towns above noted it would 
seem to be a good policy for our town to adopt. I recommend, 
because of the fact that only a comparatively short space of 
time intervenes between this date and the time of holding the 
annual Town meeting, that your Board be governed in its 
action on the petitions now before you by the practice now in 
vogue, but that a complete set of rules and regulations be 
drafted as early as possible after January 1, 1920, to govern 
future Boards in all matters pertaining to the acceptance and 
adoption of private ways as and for public ways. I have 
neglected to record the fact that the Town of Winchester ac- 
cepted the “Betterment Act,” so-called, as it applies to the 
acceptance of private ways, on May 12, 1892. 


BOARD OF SURVEY 


Your Board, acting as a Board of Survey, has had before it 
this year three matters requiring your attention: the ap- 
proval of a project for the development of a small tract of 
land at the junction of Washington and Forest Streets, the 
extension of Westland Avenue and the layout of an extension 
of Lawson Road from Highland Avenue easterly, and the 
“fitting in” of one or more ways previously projected, to the 
layout of Lawson Road extension as just noted. 

The development at the corner of Washington and Forest 
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Streets is a purely local matter, and consists in the layout of 
two narrow ways for the development of land lying too re- 
mote from the main thoroughfares mentioned to permit of 
the development of the land as planned by the owner without 
the two ways suggested. 

This layout has received the approval of the Board of 
Survey. 

The extension of Westland Avenue from its southerly ter- 
minus at High Street to Swan Road is contemplated. A plan 
of this layout is now on file awaiting final approval or dis-- 
approval early in the coming year. 

In connection with the layout of an extension of Westland 
Avenue, plans, in the rough, have been made of a layout of 
this way to extend from High Street across Swan Road to 
Myopia Road, and from a point in Westland Avenue about 
one thousand feet northerly from High Street across unde- 
veloped land to a point at the junction of High Street with 
Arlington Street. This plan provides, also, for the straighten- 
ing of several hundred feet of High Street northwest of Arl- 
ington Street. This plan has great merit, but its effect would 
be to interfere with certain land west of Westland Avenue, 
which land is intended to be developed by certain ways ap- 
proved by the action of a Board of Survey a few years ago. 

The proposed extension of Lawson Road is before the Board 
of Survey but, because of its late arrival, has not at this date 
received consideration. This development, if approved and 
carried out as proposed, will be of great present benefit to 
that part of the land adjacent to Highland Avenue to be served 
by the roads proposed and, in fact, to the whole immediate 
neighborhood, since it will assure a well thought out develop- 
ment of land, the future of which was problematical. The 
remaining part of the proposed layout will connect Main 
Street and Highland Avenue by a direct and carefully planned 
way with Border Road. 


STREET SURFACING 


The Highway Department has done a considerable volume 
of work during the year which has consisted mainly in im- 
proving in a more or less temporary way the surfacing of cer- 
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tain streets. In addition to this work which did not require 
the services of the Engineering Department, Westland Ave- 
nue has been rough graded, from the point of termination of 
this work in 1917, to its northerly terminus as laid out and 
accepted. This work has been done in accordance with lines 
and grades given by the Engineering Department with the 
exception of a short section at the northerly end where, be- 
cause of certain conditions which are known to your Board, 
a deviation was made from the original plans. 

Swan Road, beginning at Cambridge Street and ending at 
Arlington Street, has been surfaced with a tar bound coating 
of stone about four inches in thickness and twenty feet wide. 
An estimate of the probable cost of this work was made in 
1918 by my department and, on account of the uncertainty of 
the cost of labor and materials used in the construction of 
this street, and because of the fact that on other occasions 
certain criticism, due to an imperfect knowledge of the exact 
conditions governing in such instances, has been made of the 
estimates as rendered, it is a source of satisfaction to me that 
the work was accomplished within the estimated cost. 


GRANOLITHIC SIDEWALKS 


The Engineering Department furnished the Board of Select- 
men of 1918 estimates of probable cost of constructing grano- 
lithic sidewalks in various sections of Winchester, some of 
the proposed granolithic walks being to replace old, worn out 
tar walks which were in a very poor, even dangerous, con- 
dition of repair, the remaining part to be constructed in sec- 
tions of streets which had only “dirt”? walks and which were 
demanded either as a necessary adjunct to building develop- 
ment or to relieve conditions of sidewalk travel long known 
to be not in keeping with what our people thought they were 
entitled to have. Numerous other estimates were made dur- 
ing the year at your Board’s request, for cement sidewalks, 
some of which have been constructed. 

The construction of granolithic sidewalks involves sur- 
veys of line and grade, reports as to conditions attending the 
proposed walks, the placing of stone bounds to mark changes 
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in line or the intersection of streets, and other features which 
require time and close attention. The following table will 
show where the granolithic walks were laid, the areas in each 
street and the total area of the year’s work.

15.80 SQ. YDS. EXTRA WORK 


One section of cement walk laid this year was along land 
controlled by the Metropolitan Park Commission. When the 
subject of the proposed construction of this walk was pre- 
sented to this Commission with the request that one-half the 
expense of constructing the walk be borne by the Commis- 
sion, they willingly agreed to pay the half cost. 

Two schedules have been submitted to your Board for 
charges and assessments against the abutting property bene- 
fited by the granolithic walks constructed during the year. 
For convenience the charges and assessments for curbing laid 
in 1919 are included in the schedules submitted. These 
schedules total $1788.91, $601.10 being in the form of assess- 
ments against the property and $1187.81 being the propor- 
tionate one-half cost of walks laid at the request of property 
owners, the estimated cost of which is, prior to the actual con- 
struction of the walk, deposited with the Town Treasurer. 

The estimated cost per sq. yd. was $2.70. The actual cost 
was $2.36 per sq. yd. 


a 
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In connection with the general matter of granolithic side- 
walks, it has become very apparent that the funds appropri- 
ated for this sort of work for several years past have been 
entirely insufficient to meet the reasonable requests of our 
citizens for more cement walks. [Petition after petition has 
been received by Boards of Selectmen of recent years for 
walks which were at once recognized as desirable and in most 
instances necessary. ‘These petitions were laid on the table 
for action by succeeding Boards because of lack of funds for 
this work, with the result that conditions which the petitioners 
desired to have removed were, of necessity, borne unwillingly 
by them for periods of time varying from one year to several 
years. This condition has resulted in an ever increasing defi- 
cit of sidewalks and there does not seem to be any way to 
“catch up” except by appropriating a large sum of money for 
this work or by issuing bonds for it. A few years ago, seven 
or eight, the Town issued bonds to the amount of $20,000, the 
proceeds to be spent solely for granolithic walks. The policy 
of the Board in office at that time was to provide, so far as 
was possible, a granolithic walk in at least one side of each 
street where the property was of such value as to reimburse 
the Town to the extent of one-half the cost of the walk. The 
proceeds of the sale of the bonds was spent for the walks as 
ordered with a resulting great public satisfaction to all our 
people. With the thought in mind that the Town is falling 
behind very rapidly in its output of granolithic walks, I have 
made, with your Board’s consent, a survey of practically the 
whole Town where granolithic walks could be advantageously 
laid, and have submitted my schedule of possible cement 
walks to your Board for consideration. The schedule of walks 
proposed shows an estimated outlay of about $50,000. Per- 
haps your Board will be of the opinion that this is too large 
an outlay for one or two years’ work. It must be borne in 
mind that $50,000 spent in cement walks or anything else will 
go only as far at this time as $25,000 would a few years ago 
or when the former large program was undertaken. I wish to 
recommend that bonds to the value of at least $30,000 be is- 
sued for the construction of granolithic sidewalks to be con- 
structed within the next two years. 
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CURBING 

Granite curbing has been laid during the year as follows: 
Church St., at Lewis Rd. 55:70 it: 

Highland Ave., at Winchester Hospital and at 
Hancock St. 262.70 “ 
Main St., at Symmes Rd. 38.20 “ 
‘Swanton St., along frontage of R. Giacomo 64.30 “ 
Vine St., along frontage of Water Dept. Shop 24.20" *" 
Total AAS one 


In addition to the above, considerable stretches of existing 
curbing were relaid on the same lines, but at changed grades 
in certain sections of streets where granolithic walks were 
laid. These instances were mainly South Main Street, Church 
Street and North Main Street. 

Schedules of charges and assessments for curbing laid have 
been made and submitted to your Board for approval as noted 
under the heading “Granolithic Sidewalks.” 

There are many sections in our main thoroughfares where 
curbing could be laid with a great resulting benefit in general 
appearance of those streets. One example, out of many which 
could be noted, is that part of Church Street which lies be- 
tween Central Street and Bacon Street. 

I wish to recommend to your Board the consideration of a 
greater use of cement curbing. The price of granite and the 
cost of laying seems to me to be almost prohibitive. The cost 
of granite curbing in place this year for straight stone was 
in excess of $2.00 and for circular stone $2.48 per running 
foot. Cement curbing can be laid if provided with steel edges 
for, probably, a much less price. 


TAR MACADAM SIDEWALKS 


A sidewalk of the above named type was constructed this 
year in Forest Street, beginning at Washington Street and 
extending to the westerly end of Forest Circle. The total area 
of this walk laid, including approaches to driveways and pri- 
vate walks was 1794.7 sq. yds. The actual cost per square 
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yard was $1.076 as against an estimated cost of $1.06 per 
square yard. This walk is presumed to be of a life varying 
from ten to twenty years. It is not the only one of its kind 
in our public streets, there being several of a more or less 
similar nature in North Main Street and streets lying to the 
west of Main Street between Salem Street and Hemingway 
Street, but it is by far the smoothest one we have and the one 
likely to give the greatest general satisfaction. Those who 
pass over it daily and less frequently are extremely well 
pleased with it. This type of sidewalk, while it has cost more 
than the makeshift stone dust or pea stone walks ought, in 
my opinion and in the opinion of others who are qualified to 
judge, to be extensively laid in our other outlying streets. 
The factors of comfort and safety to pedestrians demand good 
sidewalks in the outlying sections as well as in the more fully 
developed areas of Winchester. I wish to urge that the Forest 
Street sidewalk be completed in 1920, and that a similar walk 
be laid in Cambridge Street from a point at or near Glen Road 
to the Arlington-Winchester line in the same year. 


GRAVEL SIDEWALKS 


Lines and grades have been given for a gravel sidewalk in 
Cambridge Street from Foxcroft Road to a point about half 
way between Pond Street and Wildwood Street. 


“SURFACE DRAINAGE 


Comparatively little has been done in this direction, during 
the year although considerably more was provided for at the 


1919 March meeting. 
The following table will show the extent of this work:

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The surface drainage work of greatest importance was that 
which has its outfall in land of the Winchester Country Club. 
This line will conduct storm water from a section of Swan 
Road and a considerable section of Arlington St. to a brook 
which runs through the club property. This outfall is in pri- 
vate land, and the right to use such land for this purpose was 
secured from the club authorities after rather informal nego- 
tiations lasting several years. The drainage right thus se- 
cured is of great value to the Town and the spirit with which 
the Country Club people met our efforts to use their land for 
this purpose was very fair and very worthy of most hearty 
appreciation. If this right had not been secured, the expense 
of disposing of the water would have been very much greater 
than has been the case by using the club land. 

The Swan Road work was a necessary preliminary to the 
work of street surfacing, and was a short extension of a drain 
laid a few years ago. 

The Highland Avenue work was of small extent, but neces- 
sary to the proper draining of a very bad section of this high- 
way. . | 
I have prepared for your consideration a program of storm 
water drainage work for 1920. Almost all of it depends on 
whether or not certain street work is undertaken next year. 
If what is under consideration as street construction or sur- 
facitig work is carried out in 1920. this drainage work will be 
necessary. If part or none of it is done the drainage work 
suggested may be deferred, the extent of the work depending 
on the other factor. 


Bont boLIN Gere GRADES, (ETG: 


This department is called on each year for a large volume 
of work in giving street lines and grades for a variety of pur- 
poses. Contractors ask for lines and grades; citizens ask for 
lines and grades, and departments ask fox services of this 
kind, at times, when no work is actually done along the lines 
and grades given. The services of this kind performed have 
been, to cite a few cases, in Arlington Street, Brooks Street, 
Copley Street, Cutting Street, Foxcroft Road, Highland Ave- 
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nue, Main Street, Mason Street, Swanton Street, Stone Ave- 
nue, Wildwood Street and Yale Sireet. 

Grades have been given for certain work done by the High- 
way Department in land of Mr. F. S. Snyder. 

The lines of the Linden Street town yard were defined for 
the purpose of enclosing this property with a board fence. 

Plans of the centre have been made for the use of your 
Board for the formulation of traffic rules. 


ESTIMATES 


A considerable number of estimates have been made for 
your Board covering estimates of cost of sidewalks of va- 
rious kinds, curbs, drains, streets, etc., all of which have been 
used for work already accomplished or to be accomplished. 


GENERAL ENGINEERING SERVICE 


Under this heading are noted services performed in a va- 
riety of matters, all of which come under the direction of your 
Board. These have been, in the rnaain, as follows: 


STREET LIGHTING 


All petitions or requests for additional street lights coming 
to your Board during the year have been investigated by this 
office. Reports and recommendations have been made to you 
for your consideration. In connection with the general sub- 
ject of “Street Lighting,” I have called the attention of your 
Board to the fact, as it appeared to me, that the street light- 
ing installation in North Main Street was entirely inadequate, 
and recommended that a change be made by installing a con- 
siderable number of comparatively small candle power lamps 
in substitution for a small number of lamps of greater candle 
power. A plan had been prepared showing the suggested 
changes which has met the approval of your Board. The mat- 
ter is in abeyance for future consideration. All plans for pro- 
posed new poles or changes in locations of poles have been 
referred to this office for report and recommendation. 
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STREET NUMBERING 


Russell Road has been re-numbered according to a plan pre- 
pared this year. 

Such other work of numbering as was called for has been 
performed on request for this service. 


TOWN HALL LAND 


Early in the year a plan and estimate was made for a pro- 
posed extension of the main driveway from its present ter- 
minus to Washington Street by way of the land in the rear of 
the Town Hall. This plan was approved by the Board, but 
the work was not undertaken. 

In addition lines and grades have been given for granolithic 
curbs along the street frontage of the Town Hall lot and at 
the base of the Honor Roll, and for a granolithic entrance to 
the main hall of the Town House. 


HONOR ROLL 


The duty of seeing that names of soldiers and sailors en- 
titled to be added to the Honor Roll was delegated to me, as 
well as the general care of this memorial. I have attended to 
the performance of this duty. 


PLAN VAULT 


The vault equipment of steel filing cases has been increased 
this year by the addition of two large sections. The present 
array of cases is sufficient to last for some few years. 

Much time has been spent in copying, mounting and re- 
indexing plans to be kept in the new plan files. These plans 
have been put up on standard sheets and are in a most satis- 
factory condition, in very pronounced contrast to the state in 
which they were previous to the installation of the new cases. 


For other departments, committees and officers a summary 
of the work of the Engineering Department for the year is as 
follows: 
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WATER DEPARTMENT 


Lines have been given for new 6” and Io” mains in High- 
land Avenue, beginning at a point a little north of Fells Road 
and extending to a point a little south of Park Avenue, these 
mains being replacements of existing 6” cement lined pipes. 

Lines have been indicated for new mains in Yale Street and 
in Salisbury Road. 

Plans of locations of gates, hydrants, branches, etc., on these 
mains are to be made shortly and will be placed on file for 
reference. 

Certain work has been done during the year in connection 
with the definition of the lines of land owned by the Town 
adjacent to the Winchester reservoirs and abutting land of the 
_ Commonwealth of Massachusetts, this land being under the 
control of the Metropolitan Park Commission. The lines of 
the larger part of this land have been surveyed and stakes 
driven at the controlling points, but no permanent markers 
had been set prior to this year. The Water and Sewer Board 
were desirous of setting as many of these markers as possible 
before the year expired. It seemed fair that if the lines be- 
tween lands owned by the Town of Winchester and the Com- 
monwealth were to be bounded by permanent monuments, 
that the expense of the work should be shared equally by the 
interested parties. Accordingly, an agreement has been made 
whereby the town is to do the work and is to be reimbursed 
to the extent of $250, it being assumed that one hundred (100) 
monuments will be required to mark the lines, and that the 
average cost per monument will be $5.00. About one-third 
of the total number have been set to date. It is expected that 
the whole number will be placed within the next few months. 

In connection with the settling of matters pertaining to 
the ownership and boundaries of a few parcels of land be- 
longing to the town near the Winchester reservoirs, a ques- 
tion arose about the covering of a section of the 24” main 
leading from the south reservoir. The main has been covered 
in part by the Metropolitan Park agents in constructing a 
road with stones of very large size. This was considered by 
the Water and Sewer Board as very objectionable and a re- 
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quest was made for the removal of the stones for very obvious 
reasons. ‘This necessitated certain plans, sections, etc. The 
work of removal of the stones has been done to the satisfac- 
tion of the Water and Sewer Board. 

Considerable work has been done for the Water Depart- 
ment in furnishing locations of water mains, gates, services, 
etc., and in other general ways. 


SEWER DEPARTMENT 


The construction of sanitary sewers and connections there- 
to, and the maintenance of the system require a large part 
of the time of the Engineering Department. Conditions which 
arose in the spring, due chiefly to a shortage of labor, have 
resulted in the construction of a considerably less length of 
sewers and connections than is usual yearly. The total length 
of sewers laid during the year was about two thousand three 
hundred forty-four (2344) ft. and the total number of con- 
nections made was thirty-eight. Few persons have any idea 
of the extent of the sanitary sewerage system which is now 
about thirty-two and three-quarters miles in length or of the 
large sum of money it represents. A report in detail of the 
‘work of this department is made to the Water and Sewer 
Board. 


PARK DEPARTMENT 


The acquisition by the town this year through the gener- 
osity and public spirit of one of its citizens of a tract of land 
of about 37,000 sq. ft. in area lying just south of Nelson St. 
and along the easterly shore of Aberjona Pond, seemed to 
emphasize the fact that a beginning ought to be made in 
grading and putting in available and usable condition for park 
and recreation purposes the land lying to the east of Aber- 
jona Pond. Accordingly a beginning was made. A grading 
plan of the greater part of the land along the easterly shore 
was prepared. A wide foot way with other tributary paths 
was laid out, and the work was begun. The funds available 
for the work were not sufficient to complete more than a

small area, but the work is well started and the whole area, 
when graded and turfed, will be a very attractive and pleas- 
ing feature of the adjacent section. 

The remaining part of the services performed for the Park 
Department has consisted in laying out playing fields on 
Manchester Field, preparing a large wall map of the park 
lands of the town, and certain other work of an unimportant 
nature. 


PLANNING BOARD 


The Planning Board has been active this year as it always 
is; the services of the Engineering Department for this Board 
have been largely of a nature more advisory than otherwise. 
Numerous conferences have been held on the subject of 
Building Lines, Acceptances of New Streets, Board of Sur- 
vey propositions, and on other matters of a kind which are 
sure to be accomplished in the near future. 


ASSESSORS’ DEPARTMENT 


Our work for this Board has been of a strictly routine 
character and has consisted in furnishing information to the 
assessors or citizens as to areas of land, dimensions, etc. 


COLLECTOR'S DEPARTMENT 


Our services for this official have consisted in giving him 
information for his guidance in the matters of apportionment 
of sewer and other assessments and services of a like nature. 


CEMETERY DEPARTMENT 


Our work for this department has been confined to laying 
out lots, paths, etc., and has been of very small extent. 


LEGAL DEPARTMENT 


The Town Engineer has quite frequently been directed to 
consult the Town Counsel on matters referred to him for such 
consultation. Aside from the above, the only matter of special 
importance was the trial of the case of Bryne vs. Winchester. 
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In this trial plans and records were presented by the Town 
Engineer and evidence by him as a witness was offered. 


SPECIAL COMMITTEES 


The Engineering Department or more accurately, the Town 
Engineer, has had considerable to do with several special 
committees. The first of these was the Welcoming Home 
Committee. The greater part of the work which he did in 
this connection was in time controlled by himself, but certain 
regular working .time was consumed in helping to make the 
occasion one of more than ordinary importance. 


For the Committee on Bacon Street Bridge, several inspec- 
tions of the condition of this bridge have been made and rec- 
ords secured. In addition a large and comprehensive plan 
of that part of Bacon Street which lies between Parkway, 
East, and Parkway, West, has been made. On it are shown 
a proposed new bridge to be constructed on lines of Bacon 
Street widened, in this portion, to sixty feet, its present width 
being forty-nine and 5-10 feet. Several conferences have 
been held with the Middlesex County Commissioners, the 
Metropolitan Park Commission and the president and chief 
engineer of the B. & M. R. R. 


A report of this committee is to appear in the Annual Re- 
port for the year 1919 in which will be given the committee’s 
opinion of the condition of the bridge and its recommenda- 


tions. 

For the Soldiers’ Memorial Committee the Engineering 
Department has prepared a plan of certain land for use by 
one of our Winchester architects who has been studying 
somewhat a certain form of memorial. 


The above constitutes in a general way the work of the 
year.

REPORT OF THE TOWN COUNSEL 


To the Board of Selectmen of the Town of Winchester: 
Gentlemen: 


I submit herewith a report of the work of the Town Coun- 
sel for the year ending Dec. 31, 1919. 


The following cases have been disposed of, viz.: 


Parsons v. Winchester. (Dismissed for want of prosecution.) 
McCarthy v. Winchester. (No record of this case.) 
Severino v. Winchester. (Dismissed for want of prosecution.) 


Bay State Street Railway Fare Case. (Superseded by legislative 
action. ) 


Boston v. Winchester. (Entry of Neither Party.) 

Lawson v. Winchester. The plaintiff having waived his right to a 
jury trial, this case was again tried before Sisk, Judge, who found 
for the plaintiff. The judgment recovered has been paid by the town. 

Bryne v. Winchester. This claim was referred to Charles T. Main, 
Esq., as arbitrator, under an agreement whereby his decision upon all 
questions Of law and fact was final. I completed the hearing which 
had been commenced last year and argued the case for the town. Mr. 
Main filed a written report stating his findings upon all of the matters 
in controversy between the parties, awarding Mr. Bryne the sum of 
$7,322.50, of which $1,961.47 were not contested by me, and disallowing 
items claimed by Mr. Bryne amounting to $2,197.23. After deducting 
certain small credits due the town and adding interest upon the bal- 
ance thus found due, the amount paid Mr. Bryne was $8,871.91. 

Parkhurst et al., Trs., v. Winchester. The plaintiffs sought to re- 
cover a tax assessed in the year 1916 upon the trustees under the will 
of the late Edwin Ginn, 

Mr. Ginn’s will created a trust fund which presented many perplex- 
ing questions to the taxing authorities, both state and local. The 
Winchester assessors were advised in 1916 by the state tax depart- 
ment that all of the property in the possession of the trustees was 
taxable and the Attorney-General of the Commonwealth announced 
that he should contend that the ‘World Peace Foundation” estab- 
lished by Mr. Ginn and for which he set aside $1,000,000 of the trust 
fund, Was not a charitable corporation. The Winchester assessors, to 
protect the town’s interest, assessed a tax of $14,753.58 upon the trus- 
tees. The Attorney-General made a contest as to the character of the 
World Peace Foundation but the Supreme Judicial Court decided that 
the Foundation is a charitable corporation and in accordance with this 
opinion the justice of the Superior Court found against ‘the town as 
to so much of the tax as was assessed upon the Foundation’s portion 
of the entire trust fund, amounting to $5,125.01, and disallowed the 
balance of the trustees’ claim. At the request of the parties, the case 
was reported to the Supreme Judicial Court and I prepared a brief 
and argued the case for the town. Being satisfied upon investigation 
that the town had no legal claim to the portion of the tax assessed 
upon so much of the fund as related to the World Peace Foundation, 
1 made no claim to it, but did contest the balance of the trustees’ 
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claim. The Full Court decided that the balance of the assessment 
was justified and allowed to the petitioners an abatement only of so 
much of the tax as related to the World Peace Foundation. 


The following actions remain upon the docket of the Town 
Counsel: 


Selectmen of Winchester, Petrs. v. Boston & Lowell R. R. Co. et als. 
(July, 1905.) Petition to abolish grade crossing. 

Whitney, Petr. (May, 1907.) Petition for registration of title to 
lands now owned by the town. 

Laraway v. Winchester (July, 1915). Tort for injuries to property 
through alleged defect in way. 

City Realty Trust v. Winchester (September, 1916). Petition for 
assessment of damage because of establishment of building line on 
Main Street. 

Selectmen of Winchester, Ptrs. Petition to Public Service Commis- 
sion for through car service at Arlington. Hearings closed. Decision 
pending, 

Winchester v. Merrimac Chemical Co. et al. (April, 1917). Three 
bills in equity brought to enjoin respondents from discharging objec- 
tionable substances into and polluting the Aberjona River; and for 
damages. 

Winchester v. Boston & Lowell Railroad Co. (September, 1917). 
Petition to County Commissioners for construction of sidewalk on or 
annexed to the Swanton Street bridge over the Woburn loop. 

Winchester v. Boston & Lowell Railroad Co. (September, 1917). 
Petition to County Commissioners to compel defendant to alter its 
Cross Street bridge so.as not to obstruct traffic. 

Blank v. Winchester (December, 1917). Petition for assessment of 
damages to land because of laying out of Governor’s Avenue. 

McGuire v. Winchester (March, 1918). Same. 

Powers, Adm’r, v. Winchester (April, 1918). Tort for death of 
plaintiff's intestate from drowning, alleged to be due to defective rail- 
ing on bridge. 


One action has been brought during the year in which the 
town has been named.as an alleged trustee, but no action has 
been brought directly against the town during the year 1919. 

Considering the varied activities in whch the town’s rep- 
resentatives are engaged, the number of miles of public streets 
and the large amount of traffic upon them, it is a noteworthy 
fact that not only has no suit been brought, but no claim of 
injury received has been made during this period. This 
record, fairly interpreted, shows that our roads and bridges 
are being maintained in excellent condition and that the 
town’s agents and employees are performing their many 
duties in a skilful manner. 

The continued growth of the town is reflected in the large 
number of requests for advice from the officials and agents of 
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the town. The citizen who has no occasion to investigate 
the matter does not realize how many additional duties have 
been laid upon town officials in the last few years by the 
legislature. 


In the nine months ending Dee. 31, 1919, 31 written opinions 
have been given to officials entitled to ask for them, and I 
have had a great many conferences with officers and citizens 
of the town at my office, on the street, over the telephone and at 
the Town Hall. 


I have attended six public hearings before legislative com- 
mittees and commissions and have revised the traffic rules. 


I desire to express my appreciation of the courtesy with 
which I have been treated by all of the officials and citizens 
of the town with whom I have had to deal, as your counsel, 
and of your efforts at all times to render the performance of 
my duties as light as possible.

VACANT HOUSES 


One hundred and seventy-four houses were reported as 
vacant, and were carefully watched, as were many others of 
which no report was made. 

A comparison of the arrests for drunkenness since war time 
prohibition, may be interesting as a matter of record. Of the 
forty-eight arrests for drunkenness, thirty-eight were made in 
the first six months to July 1st and ten from July 1st to Dec. 
31st. In the months of July and November there were no 
arrests for this cause, and the whole number being the lowest 
for many years. We have been comparatively free from crimes 
of a serious nature during the year; in February three men 
were arrested for highway robbery and were sentenced to 
long terms in the State Prison.

REPORT OF THE KEEPER OF THE LOCK-UP

I respectfully submit my report as Lockup Keeper for the 
year ending December 31, I919.

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REPORT OF THE SEALER OF WEIGHTS AND 
MEASURES 


To the Board of Selectmen: 
Gentlemen: 


I respectfully submit the following report for the year end- 
ing December 31, I9I9. 

The duty of this department is primarily to test weights, 
scales and measures, to seal those found correct and to con- 
demn those found incorrect. It is the bounden duty of the 
sealer to protect the purchaser of any article sold by weight 
or measure and to insist that purchasers must be given 16 
ounces to the pound, averdupois weight, and 231 cubic inches 
to the gallon, liquid measure. 

Your inspector has given considerable attention to the in- 
spection of gasoline pumps. He early found that the me- 
chanical measurement system of these pumps was incorrect, 
imperfect and unreliable. He soon became aware that for no 
apparent reason these pumps would either give over measure 
or under measure to the purchaser. In co-operation with the 
manufacturers of these pumps all the measures in this Town 
have been adjusted and their defects corrected. 

The attention of the Massachusetts Department of Stand- 
ards was called to this matter and this State department placed 
on the road many automobiles with decoy gasoline tanks. 

The State inspectors toured the State and made a rigid ex- 
amination of the pumps in the Metropolitan district of Boston 
where they found many cases of short delivery and they per- 
formed a great corrective work. 

These inspectors made a thorough examination of the gaso- 
line pumps in our Town but, owing to the vigilant attention 
and inspections of this department, the State inspectors were 
unable to find anything wrong in Winchester. 

This department is determined to keep abreast of the times 
and has added to its equipment an improved measure for test- 
ing the accuracy of gasoline pumps. This measure not only 
saves time, but it registers instantaneously and accurately the 
quantity of gasoline actually delivered to the purchaser. 


REPORT OF SELECTMEN 117 


Very few complaints have been received of short weights in 
ice. The delivery men employed by the Ice Company have 
this year, for the first time, conformed to the law by weighing 
ice before delivery to the purchaser. Notwithstanding this 
was done by them, numerous reweighings were made by your 
inspector, but short weight was found in only one case. 

The equipment used by this department heretofore for 
weighing ice was cumbersome and in fact more or less of a 
make-shift arrangement. Recently there has been put on the 
market a neat, flexible and convenient mechanical device for 
weighing ice and this department, to maintain the proper 
standard of efficiency and accuracy, has added this device to 
its equipment. 

A large number of store inspections have been made, the 
weights of packages checked up and commodities ready for 
delivery reweighed. Every complaint received relative to 
short weight was promptly investigated. In one instance an 
offender was discovered who appeared to be an habitual violater. 
In another case a peddler was found using a false scale. They 
were both hailed into court and found guilty and paid substantial 
fines.

REPORT OF THE INSPECTOR OF BUILDINGS 


To the Board of Selectmen: 


Gentlemen: 


I respectfully submit the following report of the work done 
and inspection made in the year ending December 31, Ig19. 

The past year has been one of increased activity in building 
construction. Although this activity has not exceeded in 
amount that of former years, yet it was substantial and it 
showed a real and normal growth. 

Because of its location, its steam and electric railroad fa- 
cilities, its small amount of undeveloped land available for 
residential and building purposes, the Town of Winchester 
can never become what is called a “Boom Town,” and its 
building construction will doubtless be gradual and real. 

The tenement house by-law adopted by the Town and other 
restrictions placed by owners of real estate on land are wise 
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barriers on improper construction. The great value of the re- 
strictive feature of not permitting the erection of a dwelling 
house less than a certain number of feet from the street line 
has been fully tested by your inspector in many developments 
during the year. 


The necessity for restriction is obvious for there are men 
who, for selfish reasons, would despoil and mar the beauty of 
valuable sites and localities, and also disregard the wishes and 
interests of the entire community for their own selfish per- 
sonal financial gain. 


In the early summer a case in point came to the attention 
of this department when an unscrupulous builder applied for 
a permit to construct a two-apartment dwelling on a private 
street on which were located many other houses of the same 
type, carefully set back to a uniform distance from the street, 
all in perfect harmony and alignment. Yet this builder ap- 
plied for a permit to extend his dwelling five feet beyond the 
others. The builder’s sense of decency was appealed to, but 
without avail. He was obdurate and determined to carry his 
point. The inspector, in the meantime, refused to grant the 
permit and as soon as possible appealed to the owner of the 
Jand. He appeared to be a reasonable man and, after some 
persuasion and argument, agreed to set his house back to con- 
form with the other houses. 


It would appear from the above that we ought to make a 
special effort to lay out and restrict all new and old residential 
streets and avoid these unpleasant instances. 


The building of garages has become a very important fea- 
ture of this:department and in granting permits we see to it 
that they not only comply with the Town by-laws, but also 
with the Metropolitan Fire Prevention Commissioner’s Regu- 
lations, and if the garage complies with all these regulations 
it ought to be substantial and protected against any fire 
hazard. 

It has been said that very many of these garages are de- 
signed to fit the lot and purse of the owner. In many in- 
stances this appears to be true and the artistic effect is almost 
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wholly lacking. The owners are utterly oblivious of the fact 
that they have caused to be constructed an architectural mis- 
fit, which they do not discover until too late. 

Chapter 655 of the Acts of 1913 has proved of great value in 
aiding the inspector in causing to be removed burnt, dilapi- 
dated, and dangerous structures. In many cases fires do not 
wholly destroy buildings. Oftentimes there remains a black- 
ened charred mass which is not only dangerous but a nuisance 
and a detriment to the community. We have in the past year 
succeeded in removing three burnt structures and two dan- 
gerous buildings, and in a few other instances caused to be 
corrected and remodeled parts of buildings that were frre 
hazards. 

During the past few years many fires have been caused by 
defective hearths, constructed improperly by reason of thin 
masonry material supported on wood. The house owner is 
impressed by a sense of false security and is not aware of the 
danger. I believe that all house owners should have the con- 
struction of fire places properly examined as a means of pre- 
venting loss of life and property.

REPORT OF CHIEF OF FIRE DEPARTMENT 


January I, 1920. 
To the Board of Selectmen: 
Gentlemen: 


I submit herewith a report of the Fire Department for the 
year ending December 31, 1919. 

The department has answered 138 alarms the past year. All 
fires were extinguished with comparative small loss. One 
threatened to get beyond the control of this department, and 
help was called from Woburn through the intercommunicating 
system we have with that city. On their arrival the fire was 
quickly under control, and the department received a compli- 
mentary letter from neighboring property owners for saving 
their property without any damage whatsoever, 
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MANUAL FORCE 


The department consists of ten permanent men (including 
the Chief and Deputy Chief) and twenty-two call men. I 
again call your attention to the need of more permanent men, 
as we are shorthanded, especially on fires on the east side, 
Symmes corner, and west side sections, where call men are 
not available. More call men should be added, as on one com- 
pany there are only two call men_at present. Two men lay- 
ing and handling a line of hose are little better than none at 
all. On several occasions we have had to call on bystanders 
to help us out, and while as a general rule they are willing to 
help, we find, that on account of being unfamiliar with the 
work, they are often more of a hindrance than helpful. 


; 


BUILDING 


Minor repairs have been made on the Central Station, and 
one room was painted by the permanent men. The paint on 
the ceiling of the apparatus room is peeling badly, but it is a 
question whether it is best to paint this room now or to wait 
until the old paint has all come off. New racks for drying 
hose were built by the permanent men, and they are a great 
improvement over the old ones. 


The floor of the apparatus room should be painted. Doors 
should be hung on the small room on the first floor, so that 
the Chief’s office could be on the ground floor. 


HOSE 


Five hundred feet of hose was purchased the past year. All 
hose was tested to 150 pounds pressure with good results. 
Two lengths were porous and were condemned. We now 
have about 6250 feet of good hose, and should have at least 
7000 feet. I recommend that 800 feet be purchased the coming 
year.

| APPARATUS 


The apparatus is in good condition. A Sewell cushion wheel 
with a new tire was put on front of the ladder truck, and a set 
of rear tires were put on the pump. The pump should have 
a set of front tires the coming year. The Packard truck 
which we have had in service now for over a year has proven 
too light for the work it has to do. We carry 800 feet of hose 
on it at present, where the horse-drawn wagon it replaced carried 
1100 feet. As we sometimes have to carry ten or twelve men, 
I feel that the machine is overloaded, and that we are liable 
to have a serious accident on that account. I recommend 
that we purchase a light triple combination to take the place 
of this machine. The combination purchased in 1912 should 
be painted, it is not economy to let this machine go to pieces 
for the want of a little paint and varnish. The old car used 
on the fire alarm work which was bought in 1915, while not in 
very bad condition, should be disposed of and a heavier truck 
purchased. My reason for recommending this is that we should 
have a truck that can be put in service when a machine has 
to be overhauled or painted. At present we have nothing we 
can use with safety. 


A new carbureter with a dash adjustment should be pur- 
chased for the ladder truck. I believe that self starters should 
be installed on the Combination and Ladder truck, they are a 
great improvement over the hand crank. The cone clutch on 
the pump has given us some trouble. and as the makers of 
this machine have perfected a disc clutch that is giving good 
satisfaction I recommend that one be installed on this ma- 
chine. The steam fire engine which has been in reserve the 
last five years has been sold to James Filluel and Son, Man- 
chester, N. H., and the proceeds turned in to revenue. 


FIRE ALARM 


The fire alarm system is in good condition. As the battery 
is five years old the coming summer some new plates will 
have to be installed. All boxes have been tested monthly and 


-_———— 
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found in good working condition. One mile of wire was pur- 
chased which we have on hand. Many sections of the Town 
are without boxes, and the system should be extended in these 
locaiities. 


EQUIPMENT 


Four smoke masks were purchased the past year. ‘These 
masks were tested in smoke and ammonia as well as in dif- 
ferent kinds of gases, and found to afford the wearer ample 
protection. Four more should be purchased as we should 
have at least two on each piece of apparatus. Thirty rubber 
coats were purchased for the department. Two hundred feet 
of chemical hose should be purchased for the Chief’s car. 
Metal lockers should be purchased, as we are using wooden 
ones on the apparatus floor, and that is against garage 
regulations. 

We should set a good example in this respect if we expect 
others to live up to the rules and regulations. 

A 500 gallon gasoline tank should be installed in place of 
the 120 gallon tank we now have. 


MISCELLANEOUS 


I have received many inquiries about the intercommuni- 
cating system in operation with the City of Woburn. While 
the running card is a little lengthy to reprint here, I wish to 
say that it was worked out by Chief Tracy of Woburn and 
myself, so as to give the best protection to each place with the 
least possible inconvenience to both departments. Working 
on that basis we arranged to answer certain danger boxes on 
the second alarm, others on the third alarm, etc. It is also 
arranged if our department is out on an alarm, the Woburn 
department will answer the first alarm from the boxes they 
ordinarily answer on the second alarm, and if there has been 
two alarms sounded in this Town, and another should be 
sounded from any box in the Town it would be answered by 
the Woburn department. This arrangement has worked to 
good advantage for both departments, and I believe steps 
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should be taken in the near future to connect with the rest of 
our neighboring towns, as there are times when we can be of 
great help to one another at fires near the line. 

It might be interesting to the citizens to know that the New 
Itngland Insurance Exchange rates Winchester sixth in the 
State. Only four places have a class A insurance. The City 
of Newton leads in Class B and Winchester comes next. This 
fact alone assures the people that they have in Winchester 
one of the best fire departments in the State. 

All citizens of the Town should know the ijocation of the 
fire alarm box nearest their homes or places of business, and 
how to operate it. When all the apparatus is out at fires there 
are not any men at the station, and the telephone on these 
occasions would be useless. 

On October 25 the department suffered the loss of Michael 
lH. Nagle, a member of the permanent force for thirteen years.

REPORT 4 


Of the Winchester Board of Health for the year 1919 


For about ten years the personnel of the Winchester Board 
of Health remained unchanged, but the past year saw two 
changes. In June Danforth W. Comins resigned and Carl F. 
Woods was appointed to fill out his term. 

Nov. 1 Dr. Clarence J. Allen was compelled by ill health to 
resign. Dr. M. A. Cummings was chosen to serve until the 
election next March, and Maurice Dinneen was appointed 
Health Officer. 

The Board were unanimously of the opinion that the time 
had come to appoint a full time clerk and that a permanent 
office should be established in the Town Hall. As a result of 
this Miss Elinor Lawlor was appointed as clerical assistant. 
The records and other property of the Board were removed 
from Doctor Allen’s residence to the Town Hall and the office 
is now open for business between the house of 8.00 and 11.30 
A. M., and from 1.00 to 5.00 P. M., daily, except Saturdays 
from 1.00 to 5.00 P. M.

The terrible epidemic of influenza that swept over the world 
in 1918 left behind a trail of lessened vitality and lowered re- 
sisting power that increased the death rate for last year far 
beyond the normal. 

This increase was not confined to any one municipality, 
state or nation. Of course the deprivation and suffering 
caused by the Great War was an important factor and it will 
probably be several years before health conditions get back 
to normal again. The death rate for 1919 was 12.40 and the 
infant mortality was 66. There were 21 deaths of non-resi- 
dents at the Winchester Hospital. Deducting these the death 
rate for the year was 10.47. 

The Health Officer, in a series of articles published in the 
Star last summer, advocated the advisability of employing a 
public health nurse, working under the direction of this Board, 
and had expected to ask for an appropriation at the next 
Town Meeting to cover this expense. The Visiting Nurse 
Association, recognizing the immediate need of such a nurse, 
have rendered a very commendable service in the community 
by employing one and have very kindly allowed hér to give 
part of her time to the work of our Board until such time as 
the Town will appropriate a sum sufficient to cover the 
expense. 

There is a wide field where very effective preventative 
measures can be taken which will lessen infant mortality. The 
Board believes that, as this work is distinctively within the 
province of the Municipality, it should bear this expense, 
rather than the Visiting Nurse Association. The modern 
trend is rightly toward centralization and all activities work- 
ing to the improvement of the public health should be under 
the Health Department, and that department held accountable 
for the way im which the work is done. 

We also believe that the medical work which is now done 
by the School Board should more properly be under the juris- 
diction of the Board of Health. These Boards have in times 
past during epidemics worked in harmony together, using 
the best modern methods to prevent the spread of disease. 
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There has been some criticism, but we believe it is now gener- 
ally agreed that the policy adopted of keeping the schools 
open at such times has given better results than if they were 
closed, as it gives the school physician and nurse a better 
chance to control the spread of the disease. Should the time 
ever come when a divided authority would not accomplish 
these results, then such authority should be properly central- 
ized in the Board of Health. 

Ice cream and soft drinks are now served from sterile 
dishes. All victims of venereal disease who let their treat- 
ment lapse are promptly looked up and compelled to resume 
treatment. Sufferers with tuberculosis are well cared for. 
Active cases who will submit to treatment are sent to a Sani- 
tarium and when discharged are looked after regularly until 
there is no danger of a relapse. The Board tried maintaining 
a Tuberculosis Clinic, but there were so few cases that the 
Clinic was discontinued and the patients are now seen in their 
homes by a competent physician. 


MILK 


_ The high quality of the milk sold in Winchester has been 
maintained. Each month the Inspector collects samples which 
are carefully tested in the laboratory of the Somerville Health 
Department and the results published in the local paper. This 
plan has been pursued and has given our Town one of the 
cleanest milk supplies in the commonwealth. It seems wise 
to again caution the consumer against placing too much im- 
portance on a very low bacterial count. Milk with a count of 
50,000 per C. C. is good milk. If the dealer consistently keeps 
his count below 100,000 his customers need not question its 
quality. 

Now and then an abnormally high fat content will be given. 
This usually means that the milk was permitted to stand in 
the mixer a few minutes before bottling; this will give the 
first bottles drawn a very low fat content and the last ones 
‘an abnormally high one. 

As in previous years the local producers have given this 
Board their hearty support and sold their product for as low a 
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price as business conditions permitted, and at the prices 
charged, milk is one of our cheapest foods and should be used 
much more extensively than it is. 


FUIES 


Under this caption we wish to repeat what we said last 
year, viz.: All efforts made to lessen the number of flies in 
Winchester are based on the fact that 90 per cent. of ordinary 
house flies are bred in horse manure. 

Horse stables are licensed and the manure either treated 
with chemicals or kept in tightly covered metal barrels and 
removed from the premises at least twice each week. Inas- 
much as it requires eight days for the mature fly to develop 
_ from the egg, this method cares for the breeding places. In 
addition to this a Sanitary Inspector is employed to see that 
the garbage cans are kept tightly covered and free from leaks 
thereby cutting off the most common food supply. Following 
this double plan of eliminating the breeding places and shut- 
ting up the food supply the number of flies observed grew less 
from year to year. When the plan was first inaugurated the 
provision stores had to screen their food in June. The date 
was gradually advanced and last year no orders to screen food 
had to be given. 

These methods have accomplished about all they will. In 
order to make Winchester a flyless town (which can be done) 
there must be a daily municipal removal of all manure and a 
much more rigid examination of yards for sources of food sup- 
piy. These measures will add enormously to the expense and 
are not recommended for the coming year. 


SWINE 


During the war the policy of discouraging the fattening of 
swine in the thickly settled portions of the Town was a re- 
laxed and many swine licenses were issued. At the expira- 
tion of the licenses last April, the Board decided to resume its 
former policy. It was not practicable to do so at once be- 
cause so many people had small pigs that would have to be 
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disposed of at a loss. After much study of the situation, it 
was decided to extend most of the licenses until December 
31, after which no new ones should be granted except where 
the conditions are strictly sanitary and in accordance with 
such regulations as the Board may make from time to time. 
In a few localities where the pig pens were particularly 
numerous or especially offensive, the license expiring last 
April were not renewed. 


ASHES 


Collecting ashes is not a function that should be performed 
by the Board of Health. Inasmuch as the license granted is 
to use the streets it is evident that the Street Department 
should control the matter. 

The question of dumping in improper places would still be 
under the jurisdiction of the Health Department. The care 
of the authorized dump has been assumed by the Park De- 
partment, because they use the material collected, so all that 
will be required is a slight change in the Town By-Law au- 
thorizing the Superintendent of Streets to issue the licenses 
instead of the Board of Health. The general plan for caring 
for ashes and other house refuse originated in Winchester 
and has worked very well here. !t has cleaned up the Town 
and kept it clean. The money paid out is less than would be 
required if the municipality did the work. The people who 
have the work to do have the bills to pay instead of its ap- 
pearing in the tax rate. It furnishes quite a number of men 
a means of livelihood during the winter, and what is more im- 
portant than all the rest, our curbs are not lined with ash bar- 
rels at least one day each week. 


PLUMBING 


Since the outbreak of the Great War, there has been little 
building construction so there has been less plumbing done 
but the organization has had to be kept intact and what work 
there has been to do has been done in the usual efficient 
manner. 
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SEWERS 


Owing to a strike of the men employed by the Water and 
Sewer Board, sewer construction work suffered during last 
year and there will be all the more need of an extra amount of 
such work in 1920. 

There are still quite a number of streets and parts of streets 
unsewered and sewer construction work should be continued 
until every strect has its sewer. 


GARBAGE 


The work in this department has continued, we believe, to 
give general satisfaction. For a short time during the late 
summer we were unable to remove the garbage as promptly as 
it should have been owing to an unforeseen increase in the 
amount. We shall endeavor to be prepared for this situation 
next summer. 

It is of interest to note that during the war the garbage de- 
creased about 50 per cent. in quantity, but last year the amount 
was even greater than before the war. 

We have for several years stated in our report that the col- 
lection of garbage is not properly a health measure, and 
should, therefore, be done by some other department. The 
work, however, has been done so satisfactorily that the tax 
payers evidently want to leave well enough alone. There is, 
however, a great deal to be said in favor of having this work 
done by the Highway Department under jurisdiction of the 
Board of Selectmen. Our Board will welcome the change if 
it is thought advisable. 


DIPHTHERIA 


Several years ago this Board came to the conclusion that, 
contrary to the general opinion, diphtheria was a disease that 
could be controlled. It was realized that considerable money 
would have to be spent at first, but if a fair measure of suc- 
cess could be attained, the money spent would be a very valu- 
able investment. The plan as finally perfected and since prac- 
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ticed involves two things: first, promptly isolate every victim, 
second, isolate and examine daily every person exposed until 
it is determined whether he is to have the disease or not. 
Arrangements were made with the Contagious Hospital at 
Brighton to care for such victims as could not be properly 
isolated at home. As soon as notice is received of a case of 
diphtheria, the Health Officer visits the premises and de- 
termines whether the patient and attendant can be isolated in 
a room or rooms with a separate bath. If so, the patient and 
attendant are shut off from the rest of the household, food is 
brought to the door of the suite and transferred by the nurse 
to her own dishes, which she later washes herself. 

Bed linen, clothing, etc., are soaked in a formaldehyde so- © 
lution before leaving the infected suite. The nurse is not al- 
lowed to leave the quarantined rooms and no one but the doc- 
tor and, in very serious cases, the clergyman, is allowed to 
“enter. 

All persons who have been exposed are kept at home eight 
days and examined by a physician every day. The seventh 
day cultures are taken from every throat and if all are nega- 
tive the contacts are allowed to go and come as if the disease 
were in another state instead of the house they occupy. 

In some instances the wage earner is allowed to go about 
his work if that work be such as will not involve the safety of 
others, but he must be seen by a physician every day the same 
as the rest of the family. Wage earners who are kept at home 
are paid three-fourths of their wages up to $12.00 per week, 
the law limiting the payment to that amount. 

If the Health Officer discovers that the patient and attend- 
ant cannot be properly isolated in the home, the patient is 
promptly removed to the Brighton Hospital, with the consent 
of the parents, if such consent can be obtained, by process of 
law, if consent is withheld. So long as this plan is followed, 
it is very improbable that Winchester will ever suffer from 
a continued epidemic of diphtheria. Of course there will be 
sporadic cases so long as there are cases in other municipali- 
ties and our people come in contact with them, but ar such 
outbreaks can be promptly controlled. 

We have on file a letter from a representative of the State 
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Department of Health commending the work Winchester has 
done with this disease and telling us that there is no muni- 
cipality in the State and he doubts if there is one in the country 
that has done so much in this direction as our Town. 


SCARLET FEVER 


Outbreaks of scarlet fever are handled exactly like out- 
breaks of diphtheria except that throat cultures are not taken 
the seventh day. 

Before adopting this plan there used to be epidemics of 
scarlet fever involving from fifty to several hundred cases. 
_ Since, there has been no continued epidemic and it is hard to 
- understand how there can be one. 


COMMUNICABLE DISEASES 


The terrible epidemic of influenza that began in 1918 did 
not run its course until April of 1919. Except for it there has 
been no epidemic of communicable disease. There were four 
cases of diphtheria during the year. The fact that the cases 
occurred one each month in June, August, September and 
November is an interesting commentary on the success fol- 
lowing the Board’s plan of handling this disease. ‘There is 
not the slightest doubt but if this plan or some other equally 
effective were followed everywhere, the disease would soon 
cease to exist. 

There were 13 cases of scarlet fever scattered through the 
year from January to October. In months where there were 
more than one case the secondary cases were contacts from 
the first case, but they were being carefully watched and re- 
moved to a hospital before they could infect any one else. In 
one family a child had scarlet fever, but no doctor was called 
and it was not until two of the contacts came down with the 
disease that the condition was discovered and steps taken to 
stop further spread of the trouble. All these things require 
eternal vigilance on the part of the Health Officer and now 
that this official is no longer a member of the Board, it is 
proper for the Board to tell the citizens that few of them have 
any idea of how completely their safety is in the hands of their 
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Health Officer. He cannot do his work well unless he loves

it, and when he does do it well the value of his services to 
his community is beyond any financial compensation.

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REPORT OF THE MILK INSPECTOR 


To the Board of Health, Winchester, Mass.: 
Gentlemen: 

I respectfully submit the following report for the year end- 
ing December 31, 1919. 

An excellent supply and quality of milk is furnished the 
residents of this Town at the present time. The bacteria 
count is well within the established limits and meets the re- 
quirements, in some cases, of certified milk. Its food value 
is well above the legal standard. 

Local production has been decreasing for some years past 
and the source of our milk supply is gradually receding be- 
yond our town and state limits. Local production should be 
encouraged and your inspector is of the opinion that the pres- 
ent high standard and excellence should be maintained. 

The price of milk has not increased in proportion to other 
dairy products and is still one of the cheapest and most nu- 
tritious of animal foods. Dr. McCollum says that every adult 
should use not less than one quart a day because of the food 
value and vitamines contained therein. 

Cows are becoming very scarce. Dr. Gilbert of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce states that between the years of 1860 and 
1910 there has been a decrease of 42 per cent. in cows when 
compared to the increase in population. The most depressing 
fact is that this process is going on all the time and the large 
dealers are obliged to go further back into the country for their 
supply. This means older milk and a less desirable product. We 
have within a 15-mile radius of our Town many excellent 
farms that should be worked. Dairies should be established 
and farmers directed and encouraged in the making of a good, 
wholesome, clean milk, under local supervision. 

The enterprising dairyman has at the present time to con- 
tend against many serious disadvantages such as the excessive 
cost and maintenance of milch cows, the increased wages de- 
manded by labor, and other difficulties incident to the business. 

The problem of milk production is vitally interesting to the 
inhabitants of the Town and the local producer should be en- 
couraged in every reasonable way. 
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REPORT OF THE PLUMBING INSPECTOR 
To the Board of Health, Winchester, Mass.: 
Gentlemen: 

The following is a report of the work done in the Plumbing 
Department during the year ending December 31, Ig919: 

The number of permits issued during the year for plumbing 
and the installation of fixtures shows an increase over the 
previous year. 

The number of permits issued for sewer connections, al- 
though less than last year, shows that certain unsanitary con- 
ditions which were a menace to the public health have been 
eliminated and great improvements made for the public good. 

In the annual report of this department for the year 1918 
a number of amendments to improve the plumbing By-Laws 
of the Town were recommended. They were forwarded to 
the Committee on Revision of the Building By-Laws for con- 
sideration. Your inspector appeared before that committee 
and advised them of the necessity and the benefits to be de- 
rived therefrom and urged their adoption for practical and 
economical reasons. 

The committee has approved the changes recommended by 
your inspector and will report in favor of the proposed amend- 
ments to the Plumbing By-Laws.

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REPORT OF THE SANITARY INSPECTOR 


To the Board of Health, Winchester, Mass.: 
Gentlemen: 


I respectfully submit the following report of my work as 
Sanitary Inspector for the season, June 25th to September 
17th, 1919. 3 


For the first three weeks I spent the equivalent of five three- 
hour days per week, making an average of about one hundred 
twenty calls a day. This practically covered the territory for 
the first time. The total number of calls for the season is 
2064. Of this total 201 are second calls, i. e., calls which were 
required by notices previously served, or by other memoranda 
which indicated that conditions were not entirely satisfactory. 


The number of unsatisfactory cases notified and recorded 
is as follows:

July 7 
August Os 
September 4 
Total 56 


This number exceeds that of last year because I have de- 
pended less on verbal notice. The greater part of these cases 
were due, not to unfamiliarity with the regulations of the 
Board of Health, but to neglect and carelessness. 


The majority of the residents show a willingness to co- 
operate with the Board of Health that is very gratifying.

Gentlemen: 


I respectfully submit the following report of the inspection 
of stables during the season of May Ist to October Ist, 1919. 


This Board, acting under the authority of Section 69 of 
Chapter 102 of the revised laws, has granted 79 licenses to 
maintain and conduct stables. 


At the request of the Health Officer I began the regular 
work of inspection May I. As noted above I had 79 stables 
to examine, 48 of which I examined each week or oftener and 
ihe other 31 I examined every two weeks or oftener. 


As in previous years a report was made daily to the Health 
Officer, stating the number of inspections made, violations 
noted, together with recommendations. 


_ In the month of July Mr. Neil McFeeley was obliged to 
temporarily discontinue the work and Mr. George Kerrigan 
was engaged as substitute to complete the season. 


With the exception of a few instances stable owners were 
willing to co-operate. The barns were made as sanitary as 
possible and a distinct improvement was noted in the removal 
of manure and in a more liberal use of lime. 


Your inspectors made 1330 examinations and reported 62 
violations.

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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 
FOR THE YEAR 1919 


MAPS 


Through the courtesy of the office of the Town Engineer 
an excellent large scale map of the Town has been prepared for 
the Planning Board, showing, in colors, the location of the 
different plots of land owned by the Town. The location of 
building lines adopted by the Town on various streets is in- 
dicated. It would be of great value to have a contour map. 
Such a map would be found of great assistance to the Board 
of Survey in considering new developments, and would be of 
service to other Boards which have occasion to study the pres- 
ent and future development of the Town. 


BUILDING LINES 


Building Lines were applied this year on White Street, 
Vine Street and Stratford Road, thus adding to the list of 
Streets now twenty-five in number that will be protected for 
all time from a development dictated only by financial return. 
We believe the Selectmen will present other important streets 
for this treatment at the coming Town Meeting, and the Board 
does not hesitate to commend this policy most heartily. The 
Building Line has been applied in a number of instances, in 
response to petition by residents who desired to make sure | 
that their property might not be injured by a policy showing 
lack of thought or interest in the welfare of the community. 
We urge citizens to interest themselves in this very important 
matter to the end that building lines may be uniform and 
proper set-backs from street ensured. 


ACCEPTANCE OF STREETS 


The only thoroughfares in the center of the Town which 
are still private ways are Railroad Avenue and Elmwood 
Avenue. The acceptance of Railroad Avenue was suggested

in the report for 1918. It would be of mutual advantage to 
the Town and the owners of the land abutting on Elmwood 
Avenue to have this Avenue made a public way. To bring 
about this result would require proper concessions on the 
part of the owners for the resulting benefits that would accrue. 


CONDITIONS GOVERNING ACCEPTANCE OF 
STREETS 


The Board has conferred with the Selectmen on this subject 
and has carefully considered the findings of a special commit- 
tee appointed by the Selectmen to report on a uniform method 
of procedure in the Acceptance of Streets. Briefly the recom- 
mendation of this committee is that streets be accepted in 
accordance with the provisions of the State Law known as 
the Betterment Act. When streets are accepted under this 
Act, the cost of such improvements as surfacing, gutters, 
curbing and sidewalks is assessed in whole or in part on the 
property which in the estimation of the Selectmen has re- 
ceived a direct benefit by the improvement, but this assess- 
ment shall never exceed one-half the estimated benefit. 

The Planning Board is in thorough agreement with this 
recommendation. It gives a uniform method of procedure, 
which is fairer both to the abutters and to the Town than the 
practice which has prevailed heretofore of getting much or 
little of the cost of improvements from the abutters, depending 
on a variety of considerations not the least of which was the 
public spirit, or lack of it, of the abutters. 

It is for the benefit of the Town to accept and improve its 
‘streets, for it produces higher taxable values, but the cost 
should be more fairly distributed between the Town and the 
property directly benefited. That the Betterment Act pro- 
duces this result is borne out by the experience of Arlington 
and Watertown, which have successfully used the Act for 
several years. 


SIDEWALKS 
The Board heartily commends the policy undertaken by 


the Selectmen of beginning the construction of Tar Macadam 
sidewalks in the outlying sections. The walk built on Forest 


a re stor eee: : a ——- : 
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Street, about 2800 feet in length will, we are confident, prove 
of great benefit to all abutters and to the public in general. 
The needs of such walks are fundamental as they tend to in- 
sure the lives of those who, but for these walks, would be 
obliged to walk in the street. The Board feels that the sec- 
tion on Cambridge Street, from Everett Avenue to the Country 
Club, should have early attention in this direction, and that 
Pond St., Cross St., and Highland Ave. should be provided 
with sidewalks their entire length, just as early as the funds 
can be provided. ‘There is also a strong sentiment abroad 
that the Town should undertake a substantial building of 
Granolithic walks this year. Undoubtedly we are behind other 
Towns similar to Winchester in this type of walk. The Town 
Engineer, after careful study, will recommend a programme 
that will call for a Bond Issue of moderate amount, practical- 
ly one-half of the cost of which will be returned to the Town 
by abutters. We believe the citizens will approve a policy 
that provides the Town with fine permanent walks and at 
the same time improves the appearance of the Town and.adds 
to the value of abutting property. 


IMPROVEMENTS AT RAILROAD STATION 


Studies have been made of plans for an automobile con- 
course on the East side of the Railroad track at the Station. 
At the present time the facilities for automobile service are 
inadequate. This condition will constantly increase. The 
plans involve a slight taking on the Southerly side, also the 
purchase by the Town of real estate on the Northerly side. 
The elimination of the two buildings and the overhead bridge, 
and a substitute for the latter of a passage under the Railroad 
would add greatly to the attractiveness of that section, be- 
sides being a very much more convenient connection for the 
two sides of the track. When the Post Office is moved to the 
new Government Building on Waterfield Road we feel the 
Public will demand, and should be provided with, an easier 
approach from the West side than now exists. It can easily 
be seen that with this plan carried out the view from one side 
of the tracks to the other will be greatly improved, particu- 
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larly from the Common looking East, which would include 
the Government Building, the Unitarian Church, Bridges, 
Boulevards and High School, and the upper part of Manches- 
ter Field, instead of the unsightly structures that now ob- 
struct the view. 

In the so-called ‘Town Plan for the elimination of the grade 
crossing provision for this underground passage is incor- 
porated and any undertaking suggested in the foregoing is 
in harmony with the Town Plan. 


SCHOOL ACCOMMODATIONS 


During the year a conference was held with the School 
Board to consider the needs of the Town for increased school 
accommodations. | 

First :—While at present there seems to be a sufficient num- 
ber of rooms to care for the present public school population, 
the location of the various buildings leaves much to be de- 
sired. 

Second :—The present wooden school buildings, while pos- 
‘sibly in fair repair, are not of the modern type, and are in- 
ferior to what citizens of as well-to-do a Town as is Winches- 
ter have a right to expect. 

Third :—There is an especial shortage of school accommo- 
dations on the West side, with the resulting makeshift dis- 
position of the lower grades. 

Fourth:—The present strong trend in public schools is to- 
ward a division into three units known as Elementary, Junior 
High and Senior High Schools. If Winchester is to have the 
advantages accruing from this new arrangement, it will re- 
quire a careful study of the available school accommodations, 
with a consideration of the necessity of acquiring additional 
land for school purposes. 


JUDKINS POND 


The Board, at the invitation of the Park Commissioners, 
has looked over the proposed further development of the 
shores of Judkins Pond and is in sympathy with their propo- 
sition to complete the work that was begun in 1919 and en- 
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dorse their suggestions as to the desirability of the Town 
owning certain lands on the Northerly border of this Pond. 
Such purchase would complete the public ownership and con- 
trol of all the land, with two minor exceptions, bordering the 
Abbajona River. 


BUILDING LAWS 


The work of the Committee on Building Laws will come 
before the Town at an early date. It must be apparent that 
a most careful study has been made of the best practices pre- 
vailing, and the Town is to be congratulated on the building 
code suggested. It especially concerns the Planning Board 
to bring before the Town such matters as tend to improve 
housing conditions, and in this new building code is found 
‘much that will be of distinct advance in making Winchester 
a Town of desirable, safe and sanitary homes. 


APPRECIATION 


The Planning Board has frequently been called in confer- 
ence with the various Boards of the Town and desires to ex- 
press its appreciation of the courtesies extended by them.

LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


To the Trustees of the Winchester Public Library: 
Gentlemen: 


It is a pleasure to realize the fulfilment of my prediction of 
a year ago, that with the armistice signed and peace in pros- 
pect, people would return to the reading of books. 

The circulation has far exceeded all expectations, in spite of 
the natural unrest of the reconstruction period. 

The circulation of 64,935 volumes is the largest in the his- 
tory of the library; 5054 more than in any previous year. 

Appeal for Books: Doubtless many of our citizens are not 
aware of how welcome contributions of books are to our 
library. Fortunately for us, some of our townspeople have 
continued to send us their novels, books of travel, etc., as they 
very generously did during the war-time for the soldiers. 

We can use to great advantage extra copies of fiction. 
Bibles, illustrated books, Baedekers, guide books, etc., often 
prove most helpful with the work for schools. 

We are especially glad to receive photographs and pictures 
to add to our collection. 
Brief outline of special exhibits of books, etc., this year: 

March: Immigration, used for debate by the High School 
pupils. 
April: Gardening, catalogues of seeds, bulbs, plants, ete.

May: Music, to aid the Public School music contest. Great 
interest among the lower grades. 


August: Armenia. Andrew Carnegie. 


September: Belgium. Photographs of King Albert and 
Cardinal Mercier during their visits to this country. Also 
photograph of Prince of Wales at the time of his visit. 


October-December: Red Cross and War Savings Stamps 
posters displayed and bulletins and booklets freely dis- 
tributed. 

November 3-10: Good English week: Books on language, 
correct speech, etc., selected by the English teachers of the 
High School. 

December: Books for Christmas gifts. A graded list of 
books entitled “The Bookshelf for Boys and Girls from 
nursery rhymes to grown up time,” selected and anno- 
tated by Miss Clara W. Hunt of the Brooklyn Public 
Library, Miss Marion Cutter of the Bridgeport Public 
Library and Mr. Franklin R. Mathiews, chief libra- 
rian, Boy Scouts of America, distributed to help people 
buy good books for Christmas gifts for their children. 


Co-operated with the Fortnightly Thrift Exposition. Peo- 
ple were surprised to learn we had books on such subjects. 

Co-operation with Schools: From time to time at the re- 
quest of the teachers, books selected by them have been re- 
served in the library for the use of their pupils. Some of the 
teachers have taken the books to the schools to be used there. 

We were glad to learn that our history collection has 
proved especially useful. 

War Service: In response to the request for books for sol- 
diers and sailors in hospitals and camps awaiting demobiliza- 
tion, a thousand books were contributed by our generous citi- 
zens. ‘These were packed by us, and sent to the American 
Library Association Dispatch Office, Widener Library, Cam- 
bridge, Mass. 

Books received since this campaign closed in July, not 
needed by our own library, have been given to the Winches- 
ter Hospital, where apparently there is a field open for 
contributions. 
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War Souvenirs: In behalf of the Winchester historical 
collection, the library would be glad to receive buttons, posters. 
etc., used during the various war drives, also souvenirs from 
the trenches and battlefields of the Great World War.

Dear Sirs: 


I have the honor and pleasure to present to you my fourth 
annual report as Compensation Agent for the year I9gI9Q. 

During the year there were ten accidents to Town em- 
ployees as against nineteen last year. The reduction is per- 
haps due to increased care on the part of the workmen and 
the watchfulness of the various departmental foremen. 

Early in the year a circular -letter on “satety #irep eee 
sent to each Town employee covered by the compensation 
laws, and the interest shown by the men is reflected in the 
small number of accidents. That letter is reproduced be- 
low; and, although it may appear strange to the layman, it 
contains the simple causes of our accidents, many of which 
are preventable in the beginning and usually costly in the end. 

It is a significant fact that there were but three cases 
necessitating compensation payments, and all were for simple, 
preventable injuries to men too old to be working at tasks 
where they were constantly in danger of accidents that would 
not be likely to happen to a young man. 


SAFETY FIRST 


There are each year in Massachusetts thousands of cases of per- 
sonal injuries which could be prevented by a little care, so there is a 
lot of value in that simple expression, ‘‘Safety First.” 

Have you ever stopped to think that you can never make up what 
you lose when you are out of work on account of injury? 

The law requires me to see that a town employee gets his or her 
legal compensation and medical attention in case of injury, but—you 
get no money for the first ten days you are laid up, and after that you 
get only two-thirds of your regular pay. 

Is it not, therefore, far better for you to avoid accident if possi- 
ble, and get your full pay each week? 

In an effort to help you in this matter, I want to suggest some 
“don’ts” regarding things that frequently cause bad accidents: 
DON’T jump on or off any moving vehicle—you might stumble and 

fall under the wheels. The time it takes to stop the vehicle 
amounts to nothing. 
DON’T leave lumber or any material lying around—somebody may 
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step on a loose board or other object and get a bad tumble or 
a bruised bone. 

DON’T use a hammer with a loose or split handle. 

DON’T be afraid to pick up a board having nails sticking out of it— 
it won’t hurt you to put it in a safe place, but you would be 
likely to get blood-poison if you stepped on a nail. 

DON’T use a chisel or drill having a battered head, as a piece of that 
steel might put your eye out. 

DON’T let the boss give you defective tools of any kind to use—a 
mere splinter can kill you. 

DON’T place a rake or hoe so it can be stepped on, but put the busi- 
ness end of it out of reach. 

DON’T jab a pick or any sharp thing into the ground—you may be 
the one to fall on it. 

DON’T put your fingers under a manhole cover or any object that is 
being raised, moved, or loaded on to a vehicle—make the boss 
put his fingers there if he won’t wait for you to get a block olf 
wood, crowbar or other tool. 

DON’T go to work improperly clothed or shod on a stormy morning 
—your body may be in condition to get a serious illness. 

DON’T let the boss work you in a wet place without giving you a 
chance to don your rubbers. 

DON’T take hold of a dangling wire, but guard it no matter what 
your errand may be, until you can be relieved, and then make 
sure that you notify the police. Such a wire might kill you 
or anyone instantly. 

DON’T forget that little children need your care and mine, so 

DON’T let children stand near machinery, horses, open manholes or 
basins, trenches, or anything that can hurt them. 

DON’T work in an excavation that is likely to cave in and which {ts 
not properly sheathed or braced. 

DON’T work in a gravel bank without making sure that the top of 
the bank is kept in such condition that it will be safe for you 
to work near it. 

DON’T hesitate to report anything which you think might cause an 
injury to yourself or anyone else.

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There were 17 candidates for work (in the various depart- 
ments) who were examined by physicians to determine their 
physical fitness. I cannot emphasize too strongly the need 
of these examinations. They are not expensive neither do 
they debar men from work; but they do often disclose 
curable physical defects which, if allowed to go unnoticed, 
are potential bills of expense to the Town. 

The Agent is frequently asked if it pays the Town to in- 
sure itself, that is, carry the risk instead of paying for com- 
pany insurance. The following facts answer the question. 

The Town has accepted the law and there is apparently no 
provision which would permit the Town to reject it and in- 
sure privately. | 

On May first, there were 24 self-insured cities in Massa- 
chusetts, having a combined population of 1,758,000, where 
the average compensation payment per thousand of popula- 
tion was $26.75. | 

There were 5 company-insured cities having a combined 
population of only 163,000, and the average cost per thou- 
sand population for premiums was $139.93. 

The cost of premiums for insuring this Town in 1919 would 
have been $3868.80, while we actually spent $1139.76, there- 
fore the saving in favor of the Town method is $2729.04. 

The Compensation Division of the Mass. Insurance Depart- 
ment is my authority for this comparison.

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REPORT OF THE TREE WARDEN 


Insect pests during the year just closed have given less 
trouble in this town than at any time since the Gypsy and 
Brown Tail Moths first overran our territory. The Brown 
Tails have so nearly disappeared that it is quite had to find 
any winter nests. At the request ot Mr. A. F. Burgess, ento- 
mologist in charge of the laboratory at Melrose, Mass., we 
made a thorough search of the town and gathered fifty-one 
nests, which were sent to him for examination. It is believed 
that parasites and disease, helped out by spraying, have over- 
come these moths. Whether or not they will ever get back 
in large numbers cannot be foretold. 


The egg clusters of the Gypsies seem to be more plentiful 
this fall than for several years. This condition is general in 
all infested areas and a warning has been sent out by the 
State Forester calling attention to the fact. With system- 
atic work, however, there is little fear but that this town with 
its small woodland areas can be kept free of the old time 
devastation. 


The street trees are in as good condition as can be ex- 
pected. With the oiled roads and granolithic sidewalks not 
many trees can thrive in the narrow spaces allotted them, and 
it would seem best to plant young trees on adjoining prop- 
erty wherever possible to take the places of the public trees 
as they die out. During the year we set out fifty Norway 
maples. We cut down fourteen street trees, twelve of which 
were maples. These were probably weakened by the ex- 
cessively cold winter two years ago and failed to recover. 


A regular force of three men has been maintained through- 
out the year with extra help as needed. For the financial 
statement I refer to the Auditor’s report.

Forty-seventh Annual Report of the Water Board and the 
Twenty-sixth Annual Report of the Sewer Board 


WATER DEPARTMENT 
PIPE MAINS 


The most important matter that the Water Board had on 
hand was the renewing and enlarging of the pipe in Highland 
Avenue. This pipe is the main supply from the high service 
which furnishes water to the houses on the East Hill. The 
number of water takers has increased during the last few 
years so that the old 6” cement pipe layed in 1884 would not 
supply the necessary amount of water for fire protection. 
About one-half of the old pipe has been replaced with 10” cast 
iron and we hope to finish it this year. 

We have been called upon to lay waiter mains in Yale 
and Salisbury Streets to supply the new houses that are being 
built. The Town did not appropriate any money for this 
work, but with the co-operation of the Sewer Department, 
which was laying sewer in the same streets and having the 
material on hand we laid the pipe with the permanent men 
kept in our department. 

During the year no serious breaks have occurred. It'is the 
opinion of the Water Board that on account of the high price 
of materials no cement mains be renewed until they give 
trouble. | ae! 

RESERVOIRS tf nn 

The reservoirs have been very full of water all summer and 
are now running over. Our police officer has been active 
in protecting the reservoirs from pollution, but on account of 
the large number of people who come to the Fells in the sum- 
mer a proper protection is becoming a serious problem and in 
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a short time it will be necessary to fence that part of the 
shores nearest the car line in Stoneham. There have been 
twelve arrests and convictions for fishing, four for bathing 
and two for pollution. 


It is a matter of great importance to properly police the 
reservoirs and water shed at a minimum cost and obtain a 
maximum of efficiency. | 

Experience teaches us that one mounted officer can accom- 
plish better results than two or three men without proper 
means of locomotion. Mr. Charles F. D. Marsh has displayed 
good tact and judgment in policing the property of the Town 
at the reservoirs. It requires time and much patience to edu- 
cate the people who frequent the shores of our reservoirs, 
that the water is used for domestic purposes and should be 
so regarded. 


The Board have continued the removal of the trees and 
brush on the shores of the reservoirs to a line of about one 
hundred feet from the water’s edge, thereby preventing a 
large body of leaves from falling into the water. 


Last spring about one-half of the cleared space was set out 
with 15,000 more of the conifers, 10,000 of which were white 
pine; 2,000 red pine; 2,000 scotch pine; 500 douglass fir and 
500 arborvitae. These trees, of which 85 per cent. of them 
are alive, have made a good growth. 

Your Board have ordered 15,000 more intending to set them 
out this spring. 

We feel that there should be a space of grass land at least 
30 ft. wide from the water edge and from there to the hard 
wood growth the space has been set with the conifers or 
evergreens about Ito ft. apart. 

There are two objects to be gained by making the change 
from the hard wood growth to that of the coniferous: 

First: The foliage of the conifers as it falls to the earth is 
not liable to be wafted hither and thither by the wind. 

Second: By setting the conifers ten feet apart and as they 
grow the limbs will interlock thereby making a shade, the 
density of which will increase with the age of the trees, pro- 
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tecting the snow and ice from the direct rays of the sun, thus 
retarding the melting of the same until after the high water 
mark has passed in the early spring. 


Our town engineer in conjunction with the engineering de- 
partment of the Metropolitan Park Commission, has nearly 
completed the setting of the boundary monuments, about 100 
in number, defining a correct line between the Town prop- 
erty and that of the Metropolitan Park Commission. The cost 
of the same will be approximately $500, one-half of which will 
be borne by the Metropolitan Park Commission. 


The final consummation of the controversy between your 
Water and Sewer Board and the Metropolitan Park Commis- 
sion in relation to 50 acres of land taken over by the State of 
Massachusetts in 1893 was brought to a close late this fall by 
our town counsel, having a deed recorded, in favor of the 
Town of Winchester, at the East Cambridge Registry of 
Deeds. 


WEST SIDE PUMP 


The West Side Pump is about worn out and it is not safe 
to depend on. We believe that a new pump should be installed 
this year and the old one used as an auxiliary. 


WHS) SIDE TANK: 


The West Side Tank is leaking very badly and grows worse 
each year. We have investigated different water-proofing 
methods and find that the only one that seems practical is to 
line the tank with a water-proof coating, cement and hard 
brick. This the contractor will guarantee for five years and 
give his bond. The tank was built with the best material 
and knowledge that was available at that time, but all tanks 
that were constructed without a water-proof lining have de- 
veloped this trouble. This must be attended to at once. The 
longer it goes the more damage is caused to the cement by the 
freezing and thawing of the leaking water.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SEWER DEPARTMENT 


There has been constructed 2344 ft. of sewer in the following 
streets: Alben Street, Baldwi Street, Highland Avenue, Yale 
Street and Salisbury Street... | 


Alben Street, Baldwin Street and Highland Avenue work was 
undertaken as a sanitary necessity to relieve very bad and un- 
healthy conditions. The work in Yale and Salisbury Streets 
was done to accommodate new houses. 


In the latter part of June the men in the Sewer Department 
requested a raise in pay which we did not feel able to grant at 
the time, so they procured other employment. 


It seemed necessary to build the sewers to accommodate the 
new houses so we asked bids by contractors, the Town to 
furnish the material. The lowest bid we received for digging 
trenches was $2.45 per cubic yard. For digging house connec- 
tions and laying pipe $2.00 per running foot. These prices in- 
cluded the contractor’s over-head charges, insurance, etc. It 
seemed best to the Board to employ town labor at an advanced 
rate and to do the work ourselves. The cost of digging trenches 
was $1.30 per cubic yard and the digging of house connections 
and laying pipe was .g8c per ft. These prices are for labor only 
as the insurance, teams, etc., are taken care of by other depart- 
ments, but a large saving was made over contract price. 


The usual amount of maintenance has been carried on this 
year. Great credit is due Mr. James Hinds, the Town Engineer, | 
who acts as Superintendent of Sewers in getting a large amount 
of work done at a very reasonable cost under difficult conditions.

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REPORT OF WINCHESTER PARK COM- 
MISSIONERS 


The work of the Park Commissioners this year has, with 
one exception, been that of maintenance. We have tried to 
keep the large areas of Park and Playground land in the best 
possible condition as we believe they constitute one of the 
best advertisements of the desirability of living in Winchester. 
This year we engaged a superintendent to remain continu- 
ously on the work, and during the spring, summer and fall 
months have provided extra assistance for him, Each year 
the areas to be kept trimmed have increased until it has be- 
come necessary to employ three men during the growing 
months of the year if we are to maintain the standard of ef- 
ficiency which we believe the Town expects, thus requiring 
larger appropriation. 


Through the generosity and public spirit of our townsman 
Mr. Preston Pond, who purchased and presented to the Town 
the’ Lyman land off Nelson Street, bordering the shore of 
_ Judkins Pond, we have acquired a most desirable addition to 
Park land. 


The Town appropriated $1000 for improving this land and 
we have made a good start in grading the same. We will 
need next year about $3000 to finish this work and we are 
asking the Town to appropriate this as we believe the work 
should be finished now when the need for a recreation center 
in this locality is so apparent. 


There are yet certain lands adjoining Park land north of 
Judkins Pond which the Town should own and we are in 
hope the Town may soon acquire these while they can be 
bought cheaply and before any undesirable development has 
commenced. 

On the north border of Wedge Pond there exist also lands 
which today could be purchased at comparatively low cost 
and which would mean a great deal to the proper develop- 
ment of the Park system in this locality. Very few of our 
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citizens realize the beauty and value of Wedge Pond and to 
protect this beauty and make it more apparent to those who 
travel on Main Street, and also to remove the danger of its 
being destroyed by business development, we urge the Town 
to purchase these shores. 

The filling of Judkins Pond adjoining the Railroad has pro- 
gressed very satisfactorily and a few years hence will see its 
completion. This has been one of the greatest improvements 
in the history of the Town to those who reside north of the 
Pond and is used continuously by them going to and from 
their homes and the center. We believe the Town should 
take steps soon to provide adequate bridges necssary for the 
safe passage of this travel. The structures now in use are 
only temporary and are not in the safest condition. 

We have conducted the usual playground activities under 
efficient teachers at Manchester Field and the Chapin School. 
The attendance has been large at both places and the work 
much enjoyed by the children attending. .The lack of a pro- 
per building on Manchester Field is a great handicap to the 
teachers and a hardship to the children, especially the 
younger ones. The Town should at an early date provide 
adequate quarters on this field for it is otherwise one of the 
best playgrounds in the State. | 

We believe the money the Town expends upon its Park 
and. Playgrounds is one of the best paying investments and 
if we are to keep the lands in our care in good condition we 
should have the full amount asked for.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of Winchester: 


During the past year the School Department has been able 
to perform its duties under conditions that did at least ap- 
proach the normal. With the ending of the war many of the 
difficulties and distractions that interfered with the orderly 
processes of education disappeared, and the Committee be- 
lieves that the year has been on the whole a profitable and 
successful one with the schools of Winchester. 


A glance at the budget recommended for the coming year, 
however, will convince any citizen that the department is be- 
ing forced to meet conditions that cannot be described as 
wholly normal. The increase of appropriation asked for is no 
doubt the largest increase ever suggested to the Town. By 
far the largest part of it—four-fifths of it in fact—is caused 
by the necessity of raising the salaries of the teaching force. 
The Committee last November voted to give the teachers a 
general increase of $200 a year. At the same time it voted 
to ask the Town at the annual meeting for enough money to 
give the teachers an additional increase of $200 each, retro- 
active to January I, 1920. 


This report is hardly the place to enter upon a discussion of 
the reasons that led the Committee to take that action. In 
brief it may be pointed out, that the former scale of salaries 
had become shockingly inadequate to the legitimate needs of 
the teachers; that the continually diminishing supply of teach- 
ers—owing in large part to the inadequate pay of the pro- 
fession—makes it necessary for Winchester to pay better 
salaries if it desires to keep the good teachers it has, or to get 
the right sort of candidates to fill vacancies as they arise; and 
that the other cities and towns around Boston are raising their 
teachers’ salaries to a point at least as high as that to which 
we ask Winchester to raise ours, and in some cases higher. 
The Committee believes that the citizens of Winchester will 
agree that justice and self-interest alike urge the wisdom of 
this action upon us. 
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Last fall the Committee voted that the upper grades in the 
Prince and Wadleigh schools should attend school in two 
sessions instead of one. The change was made in deference 
to the best opinion both medical and pedagogic; for all per- 
sons who have given real study to the matter, agree that for 
children of less than fourteen years of age, a daily school ses- 
sion of five and a half or six hours is altogether too long. The 
Committee thinks that the change has justified itself. It is the 
universal report of the teachers that the children do better 
work and do it more easily than before, and a very large num- 
ber of parents have expressed their belief that the new system 
is better for the health and mental progress of their children. 

There has been objection to the two session plan by par- 
ents who live at a considerable distance from the school, and 
who find it inconvenient for their children to go home and re- 
turn again to school at noon. The Committee has tried to 
work out a satisfactory plan for luncheon, supervised play 
and study at the school for such children, so that they can 
have the advantage of the two session plan without the neces- 
sity of returning home at noon. It hopes that this plan will 
be generally satisfactory, for it is so thoroughly convinced of 
the desirability of two sessions for children of eleven, twelve 
and thirteen years of age that it is extremely unwilling to 
abandon the present arrangement. 

Last April the Committee passed a vote withdrawing from 
pupils who chose to belong to fraternities, sororities or secret 
societies existing in the High School, the privilege of holding 
class offices or of representing the school publicly in any ca- 
pacity. The Committee took this step because it was con- 
vinced of the impropriety of secret societies in a public school, 
and because it believed that such societies were a disturbing 
influence both socially and intellectually in the school. The 
Committee is ambitious to have the High School recognized 
as the equal of any in the State both in its standard of work 
and in its loyalty and school spirit. It sincerely believes that 
probably the first and certainly the second would be improved 
if the secret societies in the school should be discontinued. 

The Committee has spent such sums as were available in 
the repairs of the existing school buildings, and although the 
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high cost of such work has obliged it to content itself with 
less than it desired to do this year, it believes that the build- 
ings on the whole are in fair condition. The Town, however, 
must be prepared to undertake a carefully planned building 
program in the immediate future. None of our buildings ex- 
cept the High School and the Wadleigh are at all modern in 
construction, arrangement or equipment. Several of them are 
so small as to be quite uneconomical in maintenance. Again 
and again in considering plans for the improvement and de- 
velopment of the school system the Committee has found 
itself balked by the inadequacy and inconvenience of the 
grade school buildings. It is perhaps easy to fall into the 
mistake of exaggerating the importance of new and well 
equipped buildings to a successful school system. The teach- 
ers after all make the schools efficient or the reverse—helped 
or hindered by the children and by the parents;—but it is 
dangerous to let our buildings and equipment fall too far be- 
hind the times. It is a bad advertisement for the Town, and 
it obliges the teaching force to work with tools which are not 
fit to turn out the very best product. The Superintendent’s 
report goes more into detail on this subject; it is enough here 
to say that the Committee recommends a new Junior High 
School building to accommodate the seventh and eighth 
grades and the present freshman class in the High School, to 
be built preferably on or near the present site of the Prince 
School and a new grade school on or near the present site of the 
Wyman School, large enough to house six grades. 

The Committee plans the eventual organization of the 
schools upon what is known as the “six-three-three” basis; six 
years of elementary work, three years in the Junior High 
School and three years in the Upper High School. With our 
present arrangement of buildings that cannot be done satis- 
factorily. A beginning has been made by modifying the 
course in the eighth grade in the direction of true Junior High 
School work, but the plan can be fairly inaugurated only in a 
building somewhat larger than the Wadleigh School and some- 
what differently planned. 

During the year Mr. Raymond E. Pinkham has come to the 
Wadleigh School to succeed the late Joseph H. Hefflon, for 
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many years the beloved principal of the school. 
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A memorial 


to Mr. Hefflon, paid for by the contributions of friends and 
former pupils, is to be erected shortly in the Wadleigh build- 
ing. Mr. Curtis, the principal of the High School, has re- 
signed; his successor has not yet been chosen.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Members of the School Committee: 
Gentlemen: 


The Annual Report of the Superintendent of Schools is 
herewith presented. It is the thirty-seventh in the series of 
reports and the second of the present Superintendent. 

1s 

The range of educational work done in our schools is so 
wide that, desirable as it may be, it is impossible to give in a 
report each year a complete account of all that is going on. 
This year it seems proper to discuss chiefly those aspects of 
our work that are comparatively new and that show the di- 
rection in which we are moving. 

Considerable attention has been paid to the methods of 
teaching reading, writing, composition, arithmetic, and spell- 
ing. A committee of teachers has made a digest of the best 
material available on teaching children how to study. An- 
other committee of teachers has made a digest of the best 
available material on teaching problem work in arithmetic. 
Another committee has compiled a list of problems for use in 
Grades VI to VIII. 


OUR EDUCATIONAL, POUICY 


Before taking up the several matters to be discussed in de- 
tail, a word about our educational policy is in order. Our 
local educational policy can best be understood when judged 
in the light of the best educational thought and practice. 
Many think of the schools as local institutions. As a matter 
of fact they are local only to a limited extent. From the legal 
and governmental point of view the public school is an instru- 
ment of the Commonwealth and not of the local town or city. 
From the professional point of view the school systems of the 
different states move together with a surprising coherency 
and uniformity. After making allowances for the differences 
in educational practice found in different communities of the 
same state and in the schools of different states, there remain 
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certain fundamental resemblances that distinguish American 
education and that hold it true to its course in working out 
the problems of American democracy. 


Has our American education a direction? Is it moving defi- 
nitely toward some recognizable goal? What is its method 
of advance? Who is doing its constructive thinking? May 
we depend upon the wisdom of its leadership? These are 
questions fundamental to the formation of our local policy. 
When we make changes in our educational practice, such as 
changes in the course of study, changes in school hours, 
changes in the method of conducting school work or changes 
in educational aims, we move with the current or against it. 
As a people we move forward in education in very much the 
same way we move forward in government. We see the need 
of doing certain things. We try to do them; we fail or we 
succeed; we learn something. from our success or failures and 
try again. 


In our efforts to move forward, we have need sometimes to 
avail ourselves of the advice of experts; sometimes to tell us 
what we ought to do; sometimes to tell us how we ought to 
do it; sometimes to tell us whether we are doing effectively 
what we are trying to do. The general trend of educational 
thought is to be found in the subject-matter of educational 
discussion and literature just as the general trend of political 
thought is found in the subject-matter of political discussion 
and literature. 


What I am trying to make clear is that the local school ad- 
ministrators and the local school teachers have at their com- 
mand for their use and guidance the knowledge and experi- 
ence of many other professional workers in the same field, 
which if conscientiously followed will help them in a general 
way to determine educational aims and practice, will help 
them to avoid serious blunders; in a word, will help prevent 
them from going backward or going wrong. 
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OUR. CHILDREN ARE. YOUNGER )GRADEAR 
GRADE THAN CHILDREN IN OTHERSSCH@Gia 


Many observers have noted the apparent youthfulness of 
our pupils as compared with pupils in other schools. 


A gradual shifting toward a lower age level due to a num- 
ber of causes has been going on for some time. Several years 
ago the ninth grade was abolished, shortening the school 
period by one year. The entrance age for the first grade was 
left at five years and five months, while most school authori- 
ties agree that in an eight-grade system the minimum entrance 
age for admission to the first grade should be six years. A 
pupil is not usually regarded as over-age in the first grade un- 
til he is eight years old. We have not held pupils back when 
they have failed to reach a recognized standard. At the same 
time, small classes, group teaching, and individual help have 
operated to reduce almost to a minimum over-age and re- 
tardation. The practice has always been, I believe, among 
our teachers to consider the interest of the child as above that 
of the system; in other words, when in doubt, to promote. 


A comparison of the median ages of pupils in our schools 
with the medians of the ages of pupils of an equivalent grade 
in some other school systems is interesting.

These medians are based on September ages. ‘Those of 
Newton, Brockton and Somerville are based upon grade seven, 
because these cities have a nine-grade system, and in a nine- 
grade system the seventh grade is practically the equivalent of 
the sixth grade in an eight-grade system. 

Passing to the entering classes of the High School we find 
the same relative condition.

This does not make Winchester pupils appear to be very 
much younger than pupils in the other schools compared; 
but their youthfulness becomes more apparent when we take 
an average for a five-year period.

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This relation of age to grade has an important bearing upon 
our school policy. We cannot expect to do the same type of 
work grade for grade that is done in other schools, if we are 
attempting to do it with children who are less mature than the 
children in other schools. To attempt to do so places us at a 
serious disadvantage. We should seek some remedy and the 
most obvious one seems to be the raising of the entrance age 
for the first grade. 


IIT. 
THE WADLEIGH SCHOOL 


Important changes in the organization and work of the 
Wadleigh School introduced this year under the supervision 
of Mr. Raymond E. Pinkham, the new principal, merit spe- 
cial notice in this report. These changes look toward the de- 
velopment of a Junior High School. In brief, they are char- 
acterized by an extension of department teaching, the adapta- 
tion of the subject matter of instruction to the needs of dif- 
ferent groups of pupils and an attempt to motivate the school 
work by utilizing pupils’ interests and activities. 


DEPARTMENTAL WORK 


One aim of the Junior High School is to prepare pupils for 
the different type of organization and teaching they meet with 
on entering the High School. Our pupils are accustomed to 
more and more of departmental teaching through the 
sixth, seventh and eighth grades, until in the eighth grade 
they are quite accustomed to the method. In order to avoid 
leaving different pupils without someone to look after their 
interests the home teacher of each room acts as the pupil 
counselor for the pupils of her group. 


INTRODUCTION OF FRENCH 


The advantage of beginning a foreign language at an earlier 
age than that at which pupils enter the High school has long 
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been recognized. We have chosen French as the language 
best suited to our needs and have introduced it in the eighth 
grade. Only those pupils are allowed to take it who are able 
to do the extra work in addition to the regular course. The 
basis on which children are permitted to take French is their 
previous school record. Those not taking French take extra 
work in arithmetic and English. | 


GENERAL SCIENCE 


General science for four periods is offered to all pupils in 
the eighth grade. ‘The aim is to iniroduce the pupil to differ- 
ent branches of science and to test his interest in the subject, 
and his fitness to pursue it further in High School. 


COMMUNITY CIVICS 


A course in Community Civics has been added to the course 
in history in the seventh and eighth grades. The aim of this 
is to teach every pupil something of his community, state and 
government, and to train him in habits of good citizenship. 


Behe AG DIV EES 


A number of pupil organizations carried on mainly outside 
of school hours help to make school work more interesting for 
the pupils. Among these may be mentioned: 

A special chorus—Pupils having superior ability in music 
have the privilege of taking chorus work one period a week 

at the High School. 

A poultry club and a home economics club under the di- 
rection of the Middlesex Country Farm Bureau. 

A student council which takes over a part of the govern- 
ment of the school. 

A thrift stamp organization which takes care of all thrift 
and war savings stamps sales. 

A French Society which meets once a week and at which 
meetings are conducted in French. 

School newspapers published in each eighth grade room illus- 
trated by pupils’ drawings.

MEASUREMENT OF EDUCATIONAL RESULTS 


A considerable part of last year’s report was devoted to the 
discussion of measurement of educational results. This year 
I make only a brief summary of the work done. The purpose 
of the measurement of educational results is to answer the 
question, To what extent is the teaching effective? From 
standard tests administered in October we know something 
of the success of teaching as compared with that of the year 
before. 

In handwriting our pupils are making considerable progress 
Lut have not yet reached a desirable standard. Hey are the 
scores for grades seven and eight:

It will probably take another year to bring all schools up 
to the standard. In spelling we are pretty sure that when 
measured for general spelling ability our pupils will come 
up to the standard. In reasoning in arithmetic our pupils 
grade for grade made a higher score with the standard tests 
in October, 1919, than they made in December, 1918. In Eng- 
lish composition the scores made in October, 1919, were be- 
low what we expected and our teachers are now seeking the 
reason why. In silent reading our pupils grade for grade 
made higher scores in October, 1919, than they made in De- 
cember, 1918. 7 


INTELLIGENCE TESTS 


Another kind of standard test that is coming prominently 
into use is the intelligence test. An intelligence test, as its 
name implies, differs from an educational test in that it is 
meant to measure native intelligence rather than the results 
of education or training. 

The use of individual and group intelligence tests is bound 
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in the future to become a leading feature of school work. In- 
dividual intelligence tests have already been used extensively 
in determining feeble-mindedness and mental defectiveness, 
while group intelligence tests have been most notably and 
most widely used in the army for the selection of officers and 
special types of workers. Just recently group intelligence 
tests have also been used quite widely in determining quali- 
fications of candidates for admission to college. 


THE BINET-SIMON TESTS 


The Binet-Simon tests are a series of questions designed 
to measure the physical and mental development of the child. 
These have been tried on a large number of children and the 
answers so standardized that it is possible to measure what is 
called the mental age of a child. This mental age in many 
cases differs considerably from the actual or physical age. 
For illustration, a child who is actually six years old may 
have a mental age of five years and three months, and another 
child who is actually six years years of age may have a men- 
tal age of seven years. 

What dependence can be put on the reliability of such ex- 
aminations? Two or more skilled examiners, after examining 
the same child will not vary more than two or three months 
in their judgment of his mental age. 

The Binet-Simon tests in various forms, chiefly in Terman’s 
revision, have been used already in some school systems as an 
aid in the grading of pupils in lower grades. The advantage 
of testing for intelligence is that it furnishes an objective 
measure that may be used to supplement the judgment of the 
teacher in placing pupils. For illustration: If an intelligence 
test shows that a certain pupil has a high grade of intelligence 
and at the same time he is doing poor work in school, there 
is a good reason to suppose that there is something wrong 
with the child or with his work. If an intelligence test shows 
that a child is of low intelligence and at the same time he is 
receiving a high grade for his school work, there is good rea- 
son to suppose that the teacher is rating him higher than his 
real achievement.

The Binet-Simon tests take considerable time to administer 
because every child has to be examined separately and under 
exactly controlled conditions. The need of more expeditious 
methods for measuring the intelligence of large numbers of 
older individuals is apparent. This need was felt most urg- 
ently when in the late war it became necessary in the army to 
select in a short time large numbers of men for important 
positions. As a result the well-known army intelligence tests 
were developed. Owing to the general efficiency of the army 
tests, the use of some such form of testing intelligence is like- 
ly to become more or less general. Already such tests are be- 
ing used in some colleges as part of the basis for admission. 
They are also being used by many industrial concerns. 

It is apparent that if the results of such tests are at all re- 
liable, they will be useful in the school. Let me cite a num- 
ber of concrete instances where such a method of testing 
would be helpful: 

Case No. 1. A boy is five years and four months old on 
September first, when school begins. His parents think he is 
a strong and healthy boy and they believe he would be better 
off in school. He is not old enough to be admitted under the 
rules of the School Committee. If a skilled examiner, after 
examining this boy decided that he had a mental age of six 
years or more, it would be perfectly reasonable to admit him 
to the first grade and it would not be at all probable that he 
would fail his first year’s work. If, on the other hand, the 
examiner found that his mental age was only five years, it 
would not be advisable to admit him to the first grade, be- 
cause it would be almost certain that, if he were admitted, he 
would fail. 

Case No. 2. A boy thirteen years old who has failed to 
pass his sixth grade work. If in taking a group intelligence 
test, this boy proved that he had a fairly well-developed fac- 
ulty of reasoning and a wide general knowledge, it would be 
well, notwithstanding his being a poor speller and a poor 
writer and possibly careless in some of his other work, to 
place him in the seventh grade. : 
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Case No. 3. A girl thirteen years old in the eighth grade 
who has a very good visual memory and who does fairly good 
work from day to day, but who shows a tendency to fail when 
confronted with the need of doing any original thinking. Her 
parents wish her to go to college. If after she had taken an 
intelligence test, it was found that her powers of reasoning 
and her general grasp of practical problems were as yet un- 
developed, it would be best for her not to take up high school 
work for another year. 


Case No. 4. A girl fifteen years old in the freshman class 
in the high school who can do fairly good work in the lan- 
guages, but who has succeeded in mathematics only by lean- 
ing heavily upon the help of her friends and parents. If after 
taking a test to show general ability in geometry, it appeared 
that she had less ability of this kind than even her teachers 
supposed she had, it would be well for her to discontinue her 
mathematics and devote herself in the high school to some- 
thing for which she is better fitted. 


Case No. 5. A boy in the third year of the high school 
who is doing indifferent work. If an intelligence test reveals 
the fact that this boy has a high average of intelligence, it 
would appear that the school is not getting hold of the boy 
as it should or that some influence outside the school is in- 
terfering with his work. 

Although the group intelligence test has not yet been de- 
veloped to an extent that would make it entirely reliable, ef- 
forts are being made quite generally in the various educa- 
tional departments of colleges to reduce it to a usable form. 
We have made use of three of these tests during the past year, 
one in the fifth grade, one in the eighth grade and one in the 
sophomore year of the High School. 

The Otis test of intelligence was used in two fifth grades 
in different buildings. The scores made by the children of 
school B varied from 83 to 159 with a median of 121. The 
scores of the children of school A varied from 81 to 142 with 
a median of 116. These scores were compared with the 
school marks of the children and it was found that after divid- 
ing both schools into an upper and lower half on the basis 
of the intelligence scores, there seemed to be a much greater 
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correspondence between the intelligence scores and the school 
marks in school B than in school A. 

To be specific: In school B there were 24 pupils. After 
these were divided, 12 in the upper half and 12 in the lower 
half on the basis of the intelligence scores, it was found that 
II out of the 12 in the upper half had a school mark of 80 or 
above, while in the lower half of the class there were only 
two pupils who had a school mark of 80 or above. In room A, 
however, after dividing the 26 pupils into an upper and 
lower group as shown in Tables 4 and 5, it was found that 
eight of the pupils in the upper group on the basis of the in- 
telligence scores received a school mark of 80 or above, while 
in the lower group exactly the same number (8) received 80 
or above. While it is too early to draw general conclusions 
from such a condition, it leads at least to the assumption that 
the teacher in school B was marking her pupils with greater 
skill than the teacher in School A.

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ARMY INTELLIGENCE TESTS 

One of the army intelligence tesis was given to a group of 
81 pupils in the eighth grade in May, 1919. The work was 
done under the direction of the Harvard Division of Educa- 
tion and so far as possible the tests were given under the con- 
ditions prescribed by the army regulations. Table 6 shows 
the results of this test. No data is available for comparison of 
our scores with those of other pupils, but the fact that 27 out 
of 81 pupils made a score equivalent to an officer’s grade is 
significant. Our pupils’ scores ranged from 65 to 152. Eleven 
of the pupils who received an officer’s grade in the army test, 
that is, who made a score of 105 or more, received honors for 
the first term’s work in the High School. 

Table 6 also shows the percentage of soldiers in the army 
getting each rating. Eleven per cent. only in the army gained 
an Officer’s grade. The high average of pupils’ scores as com- 
pared with the army points to the conclusion that the pupils 
who reach our upper grades and high school are a highly se- 
lected group.

RESULTS.OF, GEOMETRY: TEST 


Another test of an entirely different and special character 
was given to a class of geometry pupils in the High School. 
This is known as the Minnick Geometry Test. Its purpose 
is to measure native ability in geometrical reasoning. 

Table 7 shows the scores gained by pupils taking the test 
and also their marks in geometry as determined by the teach- 
er. These results show, as the results of such tests generally 
show, three things, the great difference in ability among in- 
dividuals, the general correspondence between intelligence 
scores and school marks of many pupils, and the lack of any 
relationship between scores and school marks of a few 
individuals.

Incidentally, the school marks show that the teacher in this 
case was marking too highly. The median of score on the 
test is 27. Of nine pupils scoring 27 or above, seven received 
a school mark of 85 or above; whilc of the eight pupils scor- 


ing below the median only three received a school mark of 
85 or above. 


THE ,GENERAL SITUATION WITH REGARDS 
EDUCATIONAL COSTS JIN WINCHES TE 


How does Winchester compare with other communities in 
its expenditures for education? Before we decide on an edu- 
cational policy for the Town, we must know what factors go 
to make up what may be called the financial-educational situ- 


ation. ‘There are, I believe, three of primary importance. 
They are: 


1. What we are paying. 

2. What we are able to pay. 

3. What we are willing to pay. 

The purpose of this discussion is to show the standing of 
Winchester in comparison with other communities. The fig- 
ures quoted are taken from reports of the Massachusetts 
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Board of Education for the year 1919. They do not reflect in 
any way the striking increase in educational costs that have 
taken place since that time. No statistics as yet are available 
to show what communities have been meeting these increased 
costs most generously. 


WHAT ARE WE PAYING? 


Pupil per capita expenditure for instruction is secured by 
dividing the amount spent for instruction by the average 
membership of the school.

Table 8 shows the pupil per capita expenditure for instruc- 
tion for elementary schools and for high schools in several 
Massachusetts communities including Winchester. Some of 
the communities chosen such as Arlington, Belmont, and 
Watertown, are chosen because they are nearby; others, such 
as Newton, Milton and Brookline because from an educational 
and financial point of view they resemble Winchester. Spring- 
field and Boston are included because they are larger com- 
munities with approximately the same property valuation as 
Winchester. Boston is included because it represents a city 
which, because of its size, enjoys the benefits of a large organ- 
ization. The state is included because it shows the average 
for the whole Commonwealth; it indicates an average ten- 
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dency. These averages are influenced, of course, very strong- 
ly, by the expenditures in many small communities. Win- 
chester’s expenditures for elementary schools rank seven in 
this list. Newton, Milton, Wellesley, Springfield, Boston and 
Brookline expend more than Winchester for elementary 
school instruction. 

In expenditure for high school instruction, Winchester 
ranks four, its expenditures being exceeded only by those of 
Springfield, Boston and Brookline. Of these three, Brook- 
line is the only one that is substantially a wealthier communt- 
ty than Winchester. A comparison of expenditures for ele- 
mentary schools and for high schools shows that relatively 
Winchester is paying more for high school than for elementary 
school education; that is, it is more nearly the top of the list 
in its high school expenditures than it is in its elementary 
school expenditures. High school organization is more uni- 
form throughout the state than elementary school organiza- 
tion, and Winchester’s relatively low expenditures for ele- . 
mentary school instruction for each pupil is caused partly by 
our having small schools with only one elementary school 
principal who does not teach. As a general rule, in com- 
munities on a like salary level, the smaller the number of 
supervising principals in proportion to the teachers, the lower 
will be the pupil per capita cost. 

WHAT AREA ABUL TO Pay 


Table 9 shows how much taxable property there is in the 
communities mentioned available for the support of each child 
in average membership. This is the best index of the ability 
of a community to pay for education—the measure of the com- 
munity’s pocketbook. Winchester is more able to pay for 
education than the state as a whole; in its ability to pay, Win- 
chester ranks 43 among the 354 towns and cities of the state. 
Brookline, the wealthiest town of over 5000 population, ranks 
five. Boston, Milton and Wellesley are the only communities 
besides Winchester of over 5000 population that have a valua- 
tion of over $10,000 per pupil; all the other wealthy com- 
munities in the state are small towns. It is perfectly fair to 
class Winchester as one of the wealthy communities, a com- 
munity able to pay for the best in education.

WHAT WE ARE WILLING TO PAY. 


Table 10 shows the amount of money assessed on each one 
thousand dollars of taxable property applied to education. It 
is probably the best measure of a community’s willingness to 
pay. Among all the other communities of the state Winches- 
ter ranks 221; that is, there are 220 other towns and cities that 
tax themselves more heavily for education than we. The fol- 
lowing cities tax themselves more heavily than Winchester: 
Worcester, Somerville, Brockton, Haverhill, Malden, Chelsea, 
Newton, Fitchburg, Pittsfield, Everett, Taunton, Medford, 
Revere, Gloucester, North Adams, Northampton, Leominster, 
Melrose, Woburn, Marlboro and Methuen. In other words, 
they go down in their pockets more deeply than we according 
to ability. 

Winchester paid in 1917 $5.71 for education on each one 
thousand dollars worth of taxable property; in 1918 she paid 
$5.87. This amount was substantially increased in I919 and 
probably will be considerably increased in 1920. On account of 
increases in other communities there is little likelihood, that our 
relative standing will be substantially changed.

From another point of view the question, “What are we 
willing to pay?” may be answered from public sentiment.. 
There is no question that this sentiment in Winchester is 
positively in favor of securing the best education the Town 
can afford. Winchester is notably a town of homes. People 
come here to rear and educate their children. Interest in the 
children in Winchester runs as high as in any town I know. 
There are eleven towns of over 5000 population in Massa- 
chusetts where the tax for public education is over nine dol-’ 
lars on the thousand. There are six cities in Massachusetts 
that tax themselves over seven dollars on a thousand for edu- 
cation. We tax ourselves_$5.87. If we had taxed ourselves 
nine dollars on a thousand in 1917 for education we would 
have had in 1917 a school budget of $151,900. As a matter 
of fact, we actually did expend $97,110. It would, of course, 
be of no use to quote figures in a community that is satisfied 
with its expenditures for education. The answer would be 
we are paying as much as some other towns. But Win- 
chester is not satisfied to be just average or ordinary in her 
educational program. What is she willing to do inthe matter 
of educational expenditures? Is she not willing to make 
greater sacrifices ? 


To sum up: while Winchester has expended money gen- 
erously for education from the point of view of the amount of 
money spent on the education of the individual child in the 
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schools, from the point of view of her ability to pay and her 
willingness to pay, she has not yet done as well as many 
towns less able to pay than she. 

Discussion of educational costs at this particular time when 
prices are so unsettled and while salaries of teachers through- 
out the country are in the process of going up by leaps and 
bounds is almost futile. One outstanding fact we should keep 
in mind—Winchester is able to have the best in education and 
is willing to pay for it. Net increases in the cost of educa- 
tion keeping pace, as they must, with increases in the cost 
of other things are increasing our expenditures in an unpre- 
cedented manner. In 1914 the school budget was $84,564. 
Commodity prices have since then risen about 80 per cent. If 
we are willing to increase our payments for education in the 
same ratio that we have been obliged to increase our payments 
for other things, namely, an increase of 80 per cent, our school 
appropriation for 1920 will be a little over $152,000. Such an 
increase would look small in view of the increase in price of 
everything that goes into the school account.

IS OUR SCHOOL ORGANIZATION ECONOMICAL? 


Citizens have sometimes asked, Do our teachers have too 
few pupils? This is a fair question, but it cannot be answered 
in an offhand manner. Table 11 shows the ratio of pupils to 
teachers, an important factor in school organization. Pupil 
per capita cost is influenced by this more than is usually 
supposed. The number of pupils a teacher can effectively 
teach is determined by the number of different grades of pu- 
pils under her charge. In rural schools where each teacher 
has from five to eight different grades, the number of pupils 
must necessarily be small. In large cities, where each teacher 
has only one grade or possibly a subdivision of a grade, the 
number of pupils may be at its maximum. Many cities main- 
tain an average of forty to fifty pupils for each teacher. Dur- 
ing the past several years there has been a tendency to re- 
duce the size of clasess in practically all school systems. 
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This table, however, does not show the number of pupils 
in each class room unit. It shows the ratio of pupils to teach- 
ers in a school system as a whole. ‘This ratio is secured by 
dividing the total number of pupils in the whole system by the 
total number of teachers including principals, supervisors and 
special teachers. For purposes of comparison this ratio is a 
fairly dependable one and is highly significant, but it is only 
a ratio. The actual number of pupils for each room teacher 
is another figure and is considerably higher than the ratio be- 
cause in computing the ratio, principals, supervisors and spe- 
cial teachers are included in the number of teachers.

It will be seen by the table that Boston with the largest 
school system has the highest ratio of pupils, while Wellesley 
and Milton, comparatively small and at the same time wealthy 
communities, have a low ratio. In the latter communities 
there has been apparently a tendency to reduce the number of 
pupils for each teacher in order to secure as nearly as possi- 
ble individual instruction. Winchester holds an intermediate 
position. Compared with the larger cities, Winchester has a 
small ratio of pupils to teachers, while: compared with the 
smaller towns its ratio is higher. If we had larger school 
buildings with more classes in each building, there would be a 
better opportunity for grading pupils more closely and at the 
same time enabling us to have a supervising principal in each 
of the larger buildings. With only one supervising principal 
in our elementary schools, we have carried the elimination of 
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supervision almost to the limit. There are in the Town 32 
rooms of pupils in buildings in which there is no supervising 
principal. Such a condition, of course, could not be found in 
any school system that makes any pretence to having a good 
organization. 


VIII. 
BUILDING PROGRAM 


The future development of our school system is dependent 
upon our providing suitable and adequate buildings. Our 
educational needs and ambitions should determine the type 
and location of buildings. Under present conditions, how- 
ever, the type and locations of our buildings are dictating the 
kind of education we are giving. Our present educational 
program is seriously handicapped because we are compelled to 
use equipment and buildings that were designed, most of 
them, over a quarter of a century ago. As pointed out in last 
year’s report, our elementary school buildings are too small, 
too many and too old. We should have larger buildings up 
to and including the sixth grade. We should have at least 
two more kindergartens. We should have more adequate 
provisions for our seventh and eighth grade pupils centrally 
located, and we should have provisions for special and techni- 
cal education in the High School. 

The following building program is, therefore, proposed: 


I. Senior High School. 
The present high school building ultimately to become 
a senior high school for grades I0, 11, and 12. 


II. Junior High School. 
A new junior high school building to be erected on or 
near the present Prince School site to accommodate 
grades 7, 8, and 9. 


III. Elementary Schools. 


a) All elementar upils from the kindergarten to 
y pup g 

grade six inclusive to be provided for in different 

sections of the Town as seems desirable, utilizing 
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the present school building until new ones are built. . 
All new elementary buildings to have at least eight 
rooms. 


(b) The present Wadleigh School to become an ele- 
mentary school building for grades 1 to 6 upon the 
completion of the Junior High School. 


(c) A new twelve-room elementary school on or near 
the present Wyman School site. 


(d) New elementary schools to be built later as 
follows: 
One on or near the Washington School site, One 
to take the place of the Mystic School, but not on 
the Mystic School site. One on or near the pres- 
ent Rumford School site. 

This plan is not proposed as an ultimate plan perfect in 
all details. It does show the kind of plan we should have, a 
plan that would put our educational plant on a par with our 
educational ambitions. 


WHAT TYPE-OF SCHOOL ORGANIZATION SEs 
WE HAVE? 


This program looks to the adoption of the 6-3-3 plan of 
school organization; i, e..—Elementary school grades I-VI; 
Junior High School Grades VII, VIII, IX; Senior High 
School Grades X, XI, XII. Had this type of school organiza- 
tion been proposed ten years ago it would have needed de- 
fense. Today it needs no defense. It has been adopted by 
progressive communities all over the country. Notable ex- 
amples in Massachusetts are Springfield and Boston. 


WHAT WOULD THE, ADOPTION. OF THIS, Pia 
ACCOMPLISH? 


1. The adoption of this plan would relieve our high school 
from over crowding for several years. Caring for the 
freshman class in the Junior High School would reduce 
the number of pupils in the Senior High School by about 
one-third. 
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It would give opportunity for the development of a real 
Junior High School providing for all pupils 12, 13 and 14 
years of age in a centrally located and well equipped build- 
ing. Here the excellent work already being carried on at 
the Wadleigh could be developed along broader lines so 
-as to care for all classes of pupils, not only those of an 
academic bent, but those of a commercial and industrial 
bent as well. 


& 


It would provide adequate accommodations for all pupils 
up to about I2 years of age in conveniently located build- 
ings within reach of all parts of the Town. Three ele- 
mentary schools would be provided on the east side,—the 
Wadleigh School, a building on the present Washington 
School site and one near the Mystic School site. Two 
elementary buildings would be provided on the west side, 
—one on or near the Rumford School site and one on or 
near the Wyman School site.

Plate I shows the distribution of the homes of pupils in the 
Winchester schools in relation to the proposed site for a 
junior high school. With the Prince School as a center, it is 
seen that the mile circle includes the great majority of pupils 
as at present distributed. It also includes those parts of the 
Town where increase in school enrolment may most probably 
be expected. 


Plate II shows how the Prince site is a logical geographical 
center of the Town in its present development. The black 
spots on this plate are the dwellings now existing on the out- 
skirts only, the center may be assumed to be quite thickly 
built up. This plate also shows how the Fells and the 
boundaries of the Town crowd the development of building 
to the south and west. In twenty years the Prince School 
will probably be north and west of the center of population 
rather than south and east of it. 


IX. 


Two other matters, both having to do with the physical 
welfare of the children and both requiring a special vote and 
appropriation by the Town, remain to be discussed. 


—— 
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DENTAL ‘CLINIC 


We have had dental inspection in the schools for a number 
of years under varying conditions. Up to 1915 local dentists 
carried on the work of inspection and treatment, giving treat- 
ment in their offices at reduced prices. Since 1915, we have 
sent children for treatment: first, to the Forsyth Dental In- 
firmary; later, to the Harvard Dental School and the Forsyth 
Dental Infirmary; and last year, to the Harvard Dental 
School only. 

The smallest number of pupils receiving treatment during 
any one year was 82 in 1912, and the largest number was 256 
in 1916. During that year children were sent to both institu- 
tions. At present we are dependent entirely on what work we 
can get done at the Harvard Dental School, which amounted 
in 191g to the treatment of 104 pupils. The number of pupils 
we can expect to have treated there during 1920, if we con- 
tinue the arrangement, is uncertain. 

Meanwhile the dental inspection shows that each year from 
600 to 700 pupils need treatment. Notices are sent to all par- 
ents that treatment is needed, but there remains a large num- 
ber of pupils who are not provided for no matter how in- 
sistent we may be in trying to get parents to have the needed 
work done. This number I estimate at about 400 each year. 
The only way to take care of the situation adequately and 
efficiently is to establish a dental clinic. ‘This the towns are 
authorized to do by state law and probably will within a very 
few years be required to do by state law. 

Dental inspection and treatment for school children is so 
important for the welfare of the whole people that it must 
eventually be cared for at public expense. The local dentists 
have certainly done their share in carrying on free dental in- 
spection for a period of over ten years. The importance of 
caring for the needs of the children in this particular has been 
fully demonstrated. I estimate an appropriation for this pur- 
post as follows: ; 

For equipment $900 
For services of a dentist 1000 
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MOTOR BUS 


Transportation of pupils by the Town seems to be an estab- 
lished policy. In view of this, why should we be satisfied 
with having the children transported in any other type of con- 
veyance than one designed for the purpose? We carry on 
education in school buildings: why not transport our children 
to school with a regular motor bus? Such a conveyance de- 
signed especially for the purpose can be bought for about 


$1500. 
CONCLUSION 


This report has been written chiefly for the parents and 
citizens of Winchester. It shows something of the aims, the 
methods and the achievements of the schools. It does not 
pretend to be complete; many subjects worthy of attention 
hvae been omitted and many tha thave_ received at- 
tention merit a much more complete statement. To any par- 
ent or citizen who desires it, I am sure the teachers, the 
School Committee and the Superintendent will be glad to 
furnish whatever information they can. Let us work together 
for the welfare of the children.

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REPORT OF SPECIAL COMMITTEES 
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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON BACON ST. BRIDGE 


At the March to adjourned session of the annual Town 
Meeting the following vote was offered under article 13 by the 
Board of Selectmen: 


Voted, That the Moderator appoint a committee of not less 
than three (3) or more than seven (7) to investigate into the 
matter of constructing a bridge on Bacon Street over the 
Aberjona River. 

The Moderator complied with his instructions and ap- 
pointed the following citizens as the committee: 


Arthur A. Kidder Preston Pond 
Alfred B. Carhart Elbridge K. Jewett 
Richard B. Derby Jonas A, Laraway 


Patrick Noonan 


Mr. Derby almost immediately declined to serve and James 
Hinds was appointed by the Moderator to membership in 
the committee to take the place of Mr. Derby. 

In November a vacancy in the makeup of the committee © 
occurred through the death of Mr. Jewett who, up to a short 
time prior to his death, had rendered faithful and efficient 
service. The vacancy thus created was filled by the appoirt- 
ment of Mr. George T. Davidson at a meeting of the commit- 
tee held December 26. 

The first meeting of the committee was held March 18, 1919, 
at which meeting Mr. Preston Pond was chosen Chairman 
and Mr. Hinds Secretary. 

At this meeting, which was devoted mainly to a general 
discussion of the subject matter, it was the unanimous opinion 
of the members that the condition of the bridge was such, be- 
cause of its worn out and unsafe state, that it ought to be 
replaced at an early date by a new and modern structure. It 
might be well to add that at the very time of holding this 
meeting, March 18, Bacon Street at the bridge was being 
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guarded by barriers and lamps to warn travellers of a large 
opening in the street caused by a collapse of several of the 
covering stones in the westerly waterway. 


At the first meeting held as noted above, Mr. Pond and 
Mr. Hinds were appointed a sub-committee to make prelimi- 


nary investigations and to carry on tentative negotiations 
with other parties or bodies which it might develop were in- 
terested in the reconstruction of this bridge. 

A word of explanation may be of value to show why the 
sub-committee and committee have proceeded as they have 
and why they have arrived at their conclusions. 

Bacon Street is a county way and has been in existence as a 
highway for very many years, having been laid out, as shown 
by a Town record, by the County Commissioners in 1824 when 
the street and adjacent land was a part of Medford. 

The sub-committee first proceeded to make an inspection 
of the bridge and decided without hesitation, after the inspec- 
tion, that the general condition of the bridge was bad and un- 
safe, and that it ought to be replaced with a new structure. 

The next step was the taking of a census of vehicles passing 
over the bridge to establish the ratio of volume of “foreign” 
travel, or that which originates without the Town limits, to 
the volume of travel from within our borders. It was found 
that the number of vehicles from other places was easily ten 
times as great as that from our own Town. Practically all 
vehicles of all kinds with the exception of a few farmers’ 
wagons and trucks were found to reach Bacon Street from 
the Mystic Valley Parkway. As every one knows, Mystic 
Valley Parkway, East, and Mystic Valley Parkway, West, 
are separated by a section of Bacon Street, about eight hun- 
dred and fifty (850) feet long. All vehicles passing from one 
section of the Parkway to the other must pass over this sec- 
tion of Bacon Street and over the dilapidated bridge. 

Being aware of the fact that Bacon Street is a county way 
and that in former instances the County. Commissioners have 
contributed substantially to the expense of constructing sev- 
eral county roads, and that they contributed towards the ex- 
pense of constructing Converse Bridge in Main Street, the 
sub-committee felt safe in assuming that the same action by 
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the County Commissioners might be expected in this case of 
Bridge construction. 


Accordinely the sub-committe: interviewed tke County 
Commissioners and endeavored to ascertain their views on the 
necessity of a new bridge and whether or not a fixed propor- 
tion of the cost of the bridge and approaches might be ex- 
pected from them. 

The sub-committee received at that time no definite answer, 
but were led to believe that the County Commissioners would 
concur in the opinion that the bridge was in an unsafe con- 
dition and had outlived its usefulness, and that the usual 
practice of contributing toward the expense of bridges in 
county ways would be followed. 


The sub-committee then interviewed the Metropolitan 
Park Commission. Facts as to the condition of the bridge 
and of the overwhelming volume of metropolitan traffic con- 
tributed by the Parkway as compared with that which origi- 
nated locally were presented. The Commission through its 
chairman replied they were familiar with the state of the 
bridge and were aware of the volume of traffic from the Park- 
way. The sub-committee then said that, in view of the fact 
that the bridge was in very poor condition and in view of the 
fact that Parkway travel was of so much greater volume than 
local travel, they believed the Park Commission ought to join 
with the County and the Town in constructing a modern 
bridge, suitable for all purposes of travel and in keeping with 
the immediate surroundings. The Commission seemed to be 
favorably impressed with this presentation of the matter and 
not at all hostile to the suggestion that the Board share in 
the expense. Careful study was then given to this plan of 
location of the bridge and its approaches. 

Bacon Street, as laid out at this time, is three rods or forty- 
nine and 5/10 (49.5) feet wide. It was the opinion of the 
sub-committee that it would not be wise to construct a new 
bridge on street lines only forty-nine and 5/10 (49.5) feet 
apart, but that future requirements of travel over this street 
would necessitate a bridge not less than sixty (60) feet wide 
from wall to wall. The whole committee at a later meeting 
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confirmed ths judgment and agreed that the proposed new 
bridge should be not less than sixty (60) feet in width. A 
plan of that part of Bacon Street from the Parkway, East, to 
the Parkway, West, was then prepared with great detail, on 
which were shown existing street lines, fences, trees, etc., 
and elevations of the street and surrounding land. A reason- 
able and seemingly fitting scheme of alterations of lines was 
then shown on the plans. ‘These alterations involved not only 
a wider highway bridge over the river, but a new railroad 
bridge enlarged by widening to conform to the proposed new 
street lines which, at the railroad bridge as well as at the 
highway bridge, were proposed to be sixty (60) feet wide. 

The Committee has caused to be prepared a reduction of 
the plan noted above and submits it as a part of this report. 

In addition to the general plan of the locality already noted, 
the sub-committee secured, at no expense to any one, sug- 
gestions of bridges, structurally and architectually fitting for 
the locality. These suggestions took the form of sketches 
furnished by Mr. H. J. Kellaway and by Mr. Ralph S. Vinal. 

These plans and sketches were submitted to the Metropoli- 
tan Park Commission which informally approved the general 
plan, but were willing to leave the exact form or type of the 
bridge for later consideration. 

The sub-committee then took up the matter of new high- 
way and railroad bridge with Mr. James H. Hustis, Presi- 
dent of the B. & M. R. R., and Mr. Corthell, Chief Engineer 
of the railroad. These officials approved and commended as 
a whole the scheme as laid out, but stated that the railroad com- 
pany had no funds which it could spend at this time for a new 
railroad bridge. They said the life of the existing bridge was 
ten or twelve years, but that, if the existing structure were being 
replaced by a new bridge at the time the whole scheme of altera- 
tion was being carried out, that the railroad company might be 
willing to contribute to the new and enlarged bridge a sum 
equivalent to the cost of replacing its existing bridge. 

Again the sub-committee met the Chairman and Chief En- 
gineer of the Metropolitan Park Commission who again ex- 
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pressed approval of the whole general scheme of re-modeling 
of Bacon Street as shown on the plan. The Chairman of the 
Commission, when asked to state, so far as he was empowered 
to do so, the position of his Board as to participation with the 
County and Town in the expense of the entire scheme, sug- 
gested that the part of Bacon Street which forms the con- 
necting link between the ends of the Parkway should be 
turned over to the Park Commission and made a part of the 
Parkway, the Town reserving to itself all rights which it 
now has for the continuance of general highway travel as 
contrasted with pleasure travel only. He suggested this be 
accomplished by the enactment of an act of the legislature of 
1920. The act would provide also, as Mr. LasCasas suggested, 
for a division of the expense of the entire work among the 
District Commission, the County of Middlesex and the Town 
of Winchester, and for its future maintenance by the Metro- 
politan District Commission. 

This suggestion was received by the sub-committee as val- 
uable and was carried into effect by the preparation by the 
Town Counsel of a bill covering the above provisions. 

No definite estimate of the cost of the entire plan has ever 
been made, but the opinion of those competent to judge was 
that the total cost of carrying it out to completion would be 
from $125,000 to $150,000. 

The sub-committee reported the above facts to the whole 
committee at a meeting held December 20. 

The majority of the Committee was of the opinion that in 
view of the uncertain and generally unsettled conditions pre- 
vailing at this time, and in view of the increased demands be- 
ing made on the treasury of the Town for increased appropri- 
ations for all sorts of municipal expenditures, that it was not 
wise to recommend at this time anything more than what is 
covered in the Town Meeting vote of instructions. 


The Committee therefore recommends as follows: 


That Bacon Street between the two ends of Mystic Valley 
Parkway be eventually widened to sixty feet. 

That the highway bridge over the Aberjona River be en- 
tirely reconstructed of re-inforced concrete in the form of a 
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circular arch and of a span of thirty-five (35) feet, and that 
the width of the bridge be not less than sixty (60) feet be- 
tween the street faces of the spandrel walls, the time of con- 
struction of the bridge to be in the year 1921. 

The Committee further recommends that the approaches of 
the new bridge lying between it and the Parkway, East and 
so much of Bacon Street between the bridge and the Park- 
way, West, as may be necessary to an orderly and proper 
carrying out of the general scheme of ultimate widening as 
proposed, be constructed and made a part.of the expense of 
the work. 

The foregoing report of the investigations and recommenda- 
tions of the committee would appear to be in compliance with 
the instructions of the March meeting. This committee, or 
any future committee or board which may be delegated to 
carry the matter further, ought to be provided with funds for 
the expense of borings to determine the nature of the under- 
lying soil where the new bridge will be constructed, to secure 
plans and specifications for it, and be empowered to avail it- 
self of the services of a consulting engineer or architect or 
both, in order that all necessary preJiminaries may be com- 
pleted before the work is actually begun. 

In addition, this Committee or Board ought to be em- 
powered to negotiate and secure the assent of the County 
Commissioners of Middlesex County and the Metropolitan 
District Commission to the construction of the bridge and 
their participation in the expense of the work as recommended 
above, said sharing of expense to be determined and fixed in 
advance of any construction work.

Your Committee was commissioned to investigate the ad- 
visability of erecting a permanent memorial to the citizens of 
Winchester, who, as members of the military and naval forces 
of the United States or as members of other war work services 
overseas, participated in the recent world war; to determine 
the form of such permanent memorial, its location or site, 
when it shall be erected, how it shall be paid for and main- 
tained, and to report their findings to the next annual Town 
Meeting. 


Your Committee recommends: 


First: That a permanent memorial shall be erected to the 
citizens of Winchester, who, as members of the military and 
naval forces of the United States or as members of other war 
work services overseas, participated in the recent World War. 

Second: That the memorial be in the form of a building 
especially adapted to athletic and recreational purposes, with 
a memorial entrance and approach, in which shall be rooms 
set apart for the special use of the local Post of the American 
Legion. 

Third: That it shall be located, if possible, on the north side 
of Manchester Field. 

Fourth: That it shall be erected as soon as practicable. 

Fifth: That it shall be paid for by the Town; that bonds of 
the Town, not to exceed in amount $150,000, maturing within 
twenty years from the date of issue, be sold and that the pro- 
ceeds shall be used for the erection of this memorial. 

Sixth: That it shall be maintained by the Town with such 
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assistance from the Post of the American Legion as may be 
deemed equitable and just.

REPORT OF THE WINCHESTER WELCOME HOME 
COMMITTEE TO WELCOME HOME RETURNED 
SOLDIERS, SAILORS AND MARINES 


Town of Winchester: 

Your Committee of twenty-four citizens appointed by the 
Selectmen, voted to hold the welcome home celebration for 
the men returning from service in the world war on July 
third and fourth, 1910. 

A Welcome Arch was constructed over the walk at the 
north end of the Common. It was inscribed, “Winchester 
Welcomes Her Boys,” and illuminated at night by several 
hundred electric lights. 

A banquet was held in the Town Hall on the evening ot 
July third, the invocation being given by the Rev. N. J. Mer- 
ritt and the oration by Lieut.-Gov. Channing H. Cox. Indi- 
vidually engraved bronze medals given by the citizens of the 
Town were presented each service man and woman by our 
Civil War Veterans. After the banquet a dance was held and 
refreshments served, both being contributed by The Fort- 
nightly Club. 

A band concert was held on Manchester Field on the morn- 
ing of July fourth, also a ball game played between teams 
composed of returned soldiers and sailors. In the afternoon 
another band concert was held as well as a ball game be- 
tween the Winchester Town Team and the St. Joseph’s Club 
of Cambridge. 

At 4 P. M. the largest parade in the history of the Town 
took place, nearly every organization being represented. The 
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decorations along the route of march, as well as around the 
Town Hall were made possihle by the loaning of flags and 
much work of citizens not on the Committee. 

The celebration closed with a band concert in the evening 
and a suitable display of fireworks. 

Engraved bronze medals with solid gold stars were given 
personally to the next-of-kin of the men who gave their lives 
for their country. 

The Committee spent approximately $2,000 more than the 
Town appropriated, the deficit being made up by a few patri- 
otic citizens, and in winding up the accounts of the Commit- 
tee, the balance on hand of more than $100 was turned over 
to the Treasury of the Winchester Post of the American 
Legion,

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REPORT OF THE WINCHESTER COMMITTEE ON 
HISTORICAL RECORD 


At the last March meeting the Town passed the following 


vote: 

VOTED: That a committee of five be.appointed by the Moderator to 
collect data and have published in book form a brief sketch of all 
Winchester men engaged in the military or naval service in the war 
with Germany, and of all other Winchester men and women who ren- 
dered service overseas in that war, giving dates and places of birth 
of the soldiers and sailors, their parents’ names, the dates of their 
entering and leaving the service, their regimental and other military 
connections, and other pertinent facts or particulars relating to the 
service and careers of the individual men; that as a part of the same 
publication the Committee be requested to have a similar but more 
extended biographical sketch produced of each of the men who served 
the cause of the Union in the Civil War, accredited to the Town of 
Winchester, or who afterwards became permanent residents of the 
town; and likewise, also, such extended individual sketches of the 
Winchester men who took part in the Spanish-American War; that 
the above contemplated record of patriotism, when prepared, be pub- 
lished in sufficient numbers so that every soldier whose name may 
appear therein, and every family in town, desiring a copy, may be sup- 
plied therewith, without cost, and that the sum of seven hundred dol- 
lars ($700) be raised by revenue and appropriated to defray the ex- 
pense, of the same, to be expended under the dirction of said com- 
mittee. ; 


ORGANIZATION 

The Committee, Messrs. George S. F. Bartlett, James 
Hinds, John F. O’Connor, Shepard Pond and Roland H. Sher- 
man, appointed by the Moderator, organized with Mr. Bart- 
lett as Chairman. 

At a later meeting, Mr. Harry J. Donovan was appointed 
Secretary, Mr. Donovan being appointed by the Committee, 
to fill the vacancy caused by the resignation of Mr. Pond who 
stated he would be unable to serve. 


INTTLALAAC TION AIG 

Steps were immediately taken by the Committee to obtain 
as much data as possible relative to the recent World War. 
A question blank was carefully worked out. Printed copies 
of these questions together with a letter explaining the vote 
of the Town and urging that the questions be given careful 
attention were sent to all persons in Winchester who were 
or had been “engaged in the military or naval service in the 
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war with Germany and all others who had rendered service 
overseas in that War.’ In order to insure a return of these 
blanks when filled out, a return stamped and addressed en- 
velope was sent with every question blank. To attract added 
interest in the matter, large posters relative to these question 
blanks were printed and together with sample question blanks 
were posted in conspicuous places, through the kindness of 
the Police Department, in various sections of the Town. 


FURTHER WORK PERTAINING TO GATHERING 
DATA 


Although this action brought a large number of replies, 
yet there were many question blanks which were not returned. 
After waiting two or three months, in order to allow for the 
return from Service of those who were still in the camps 
throughout the country or overseas, the Committee sent out 
a follow-up letter calling attention to the fact that a question 
blank had been sent and no response received. This resulted 
in the return of many of the blanks but did not bring forth 
a reply from many who were home but for some reason would 
not answer. Just about this time the Winchester Post of the 
American Legion was holding its initial meetings. At the 
kind invitation of the Post, the Chairman of the Committee, 
at one of the Post’s meetings spoke to those present urging 
all who had not answered the question blanks do so. 

Through the kindness of Mr. James J. Fitzgerald, a letter 
from the Committee explaining at some length this vote of 
the Town and urging all Service men and women to respond, 
was read before a large number of persons at an entertain- 
ment held in the Town Hall. 

After resorting to other means, to arouse interest but not 
feeling that the time had yet come when the Committee 
should be expected to make a personal house-to-house can- 
vass, it was decided to publish on the front page of the Win- 
chester Star for two consecutive weeks, a list of the names 
of all those who had not replied. This list of names appeared 
in the Winchester Star of November 14 and 21, 1919, and has 
and will undoubtedly be of great value in bringing in the rest 
of the replies. Copies of this list have been posted in several 
conspicuous places in the centre of the Town and names are 
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Leing crossed off the list from time to time as the replies are 
being received. 

Following the publication of this list a letter together with 
a copy of the list itself were sent to every church and organ- 
ization in Winchester urging that attention to this matter be 
called publicly in some way to parishioners or members and 
that the list be posted in a conspicuous place. The Commit- 
tee understands that several of the ministers have kindly 
complied with this request and the Committee have by letter 
or verbally been assured of the co-operation of many of the 
organizations in Town. Post No. 97, American Legion, have 
appointed a special committee to personally interview many 
of those who have not replied and the Winchester Board of 
Trade have passed a vote whereby its members will co-op- 
erate. Mr. Wilson very kindly published this letter as an 
editorial in the Winchester Star of November 21, 1919, and 
commented editorially on the matter. Two splendid letters 
were published in the Winchester Star of November 21 and 
November 28, 1919, by Mr. Alfred S. Hall and Mr. Lewis 
Parkhurst urging the co-operation of all those in Winchester 
who can assist the Committee in its work. 


ANSWERED QUESTIONS 

In order to insure as accurate a record of Service as pos- 
sible, in accordance with answers submitted by the ones in 
Service, copies of the answered questions have been type- 
written and sent back to those who filled out the question 
blanks, for the purpose of verification and amplification. Sev- 
eral of these typewritten copies which have been sent back 
have yet to be returned to the Committee. 


CIVIL AND SPANISH WARS 

A great deal of data has been collected in regard to those 
who went from Winchester in the time of the Civil and 
Spanish Wars. The Committee at a very small cost engaged 
the services of an expert on Civil War and Spanish War 
records. This expert has been untiring in his efforts to get 
data in regard to Winchester’s Civil and Spanish War record 
and has in every case gone to the original records; in some 
cases eight or ten different books or documents have been 
consulted. 
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EDITING 
Mr. Herbert S. Underwood of this Town, for many years en- 
gaged in editorial work, has very generously agreed to edit the 
book. This splendid action on his part will in no small measure 


assure it success if published. 
SUMMARY 


Although it will probably be months yet before this his- 
torical data will be ready for publication yet before proceeding 
much farther it will be necessary to know just what additional 
amount the Town will appropriate for this work. The seven 
hundred dollars already appropriated has largely been spent 
on postage, printing, advertising, gathering of Civil and Span- 
ish War data and typewriting. The Committee feels, as do 
several of the citizens of the Town who favored publishing 
this data and who also realized that the appropriation was 
all too small, that the book when published should be a credit 
to the Town and that it should be a more elaborate edition 
than our Town Reports. It will be possible to have photo- 
graphs made of some of the old records sent in by the Select- 
men to the Adjutant General’s Office over sixty years ago at 
the time of the War of the Rebellion. It is the desire of the 
Committee not only to publish these photographs but also to 
enliven the book with others and to publish the pictures 
of those of our Town who gave up their lives in the recent 
World War. 

The Committee will have a large part of the data by the 
time the Town Reports for 1919 are published but will be 
unable to proceed much farther without a larger appropria- 
tion. 

The services of a stenographer in connection with editing the 
book, having the photographs and cuts made and publishing the 
book will call for a substantial appropriation. We recommend 
an additional appropriation of fifty-eight hundred dollars, only 
a small part of which is to come out of this year’s revenue.
